ST. LOUIS, June 6.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Archbishop Kain, when asked 
for an expression of opinion as to the 
policy which should be pursued in the 
Philipines, said: 

“The United States should at once 
proceed to deal with the Philippine 
question with a firm hand. I was not 
in favor of the war, but since we have 
raised our flag over the Philippine Is!- 
ands, we should make the authority 
of the United States supreme there, 
even if it becomes necessary to send 
200,000 trvops there to do_ it. All 
Christian nations look to wu: to ac- 
complish that end. We cannot go back- 
ward. We must not shirk the task 
we have undertaken. It is impossible 
that we should abandon the islands, 
now that we have taken hold of them. 

“From the view point of national 
honor, I say that the administration 
should take hold of this question now 
with a firm hand, and not desist until 
the rebellion is put down, If we were 
to relinquish the Philippines to their 
Russia or 
some other nation would step in the 
very next day and adgert their right 
to restore order there, and to pfotect 
human life and property.” 


VOLUNTEERS RETURNING. 


Creg@m Regiment Getting Ready to 
Sail—Othersa to Follow. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, June 7, 7 a.m.—[By Manila 
Cable.] The Second Oregon volunteer 
regiment has returned to the barracks 
in Manila and is preparing to return 
to the United States. The order to 
sail in a few days will sortly be is- 
sued. 

The First California. Regiment will 
be relieved by a regiment of regulars 
at an early date and will follow the 
Oregonians. 

It is intended to send the First Colo- 
rado and First Nebraska regiments 
next. 


OCCUPATION OF MORONG, 


American Forces Spread Out Over 
the Peninsula. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
MANILA, June 6, 8:30 a. m.—[By 
Manila Cable.] The American forces 
have occupied the peninsula and Gen. 
Hall’s column is encamped at Morong. 
Maj. Truman, marching across the 
Binangonan, found it impracticable to 
form a cordon; and the insurgents, 
with the exception of a hundred or two, 
escaped to the mountains, dragging 


their battery by buffalos at night. A 
few, however, may be trapped. 
The Washington troops re- 


turned to Pasig, but the programme 
of the troops is unceftain. 

The present expeditions show § the 
difficulty which has to be encountered 
by an army which must depend upon 
wagon trains in catching barefooted 
bandits in their own mountains, and 
also give proof that the rebels do not 
intend to fight battles. 

Gen. Hall left Santa Teresa yester- 
day morning and marched twelve miles 
to Morong, up and down rocky hills 
and through woods and swamps. Some 
of his men fell out on account of the 
heat. The head of the army arrived 
at Mofong at noon, having exchanged 
only a few shots with insurgent skir- 
mishers on the way. Groups of 
stragglers followed all day, but the 
force was 200 smaller than when 
started. The men were almost thirty- 
six hours without rations, and ft was 
considerable of an achievement for 
them to cover the ground as they did. 

En route to Morong the Americans 
met flocks of Filipinos and flags of 
truce, many of them young men with 
the bearing of soldiers. Many dis- 
carded uniforms were found along the 
road which had belonged to soldiers 
who had escaped and changed their 
clothing. 

One of the Oregon regiment was 
killed and two wounded. 

Gen. Lawton, on beard of a gunboat 
searching: the coast for Maj. Truman, 
stopped at Binangonan, opposite Mo- 
rong. The natives immediately ran 
up a flag of truce, and a delegation in 
canoes put off and greeted the Ameri- 
cans with protestations of friendship.

Friendly Town of Maccabebe 
Burned—Firing at San Fernando. 
[A. PP. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

MANILA, June 6, 1:10 p.m.—[By Ma- 
nila Cable.] The rebels on Saturday 
night made an attack upon the friendly 
town of Maccabebe, and after driv- 
ing the inhabitants out, burned the 
town. 

The insurgents nightly attack the 
troops at San Fernando. Several 
Americans have been slightly wounded 
there recently. The enemy have sev- 
eral Krupp guns, which they bring 
forward and use for firing large shells 
into the town, then retreating with 
their guns. One of the insurgents’ 
shells fell within thirty yards of Gen. 
MacArthur’s headquarters Saturday 
evening. The American troops do not 
reply to the nightly outbreaks. 


COSTLY FRIENDSHIP. 


Col. Arguelles Sentenced to Twelve 
Years’ Imprisonment.

MANILA, June 6.—[By Manila Ca- 
ble.] A Spanish paper asserts that Col. 
Arguelles, one of the two members of 
the original Filipino military commis-

MANILA, June 7, 7:10 a.m.—[By Ma- 
nila Cable.}] Lieut. Fred Pierce, Sixth 
Artillery, committed suicide this morn- 
ing. He came from Ilioilo a week ago 
on leave, but lingered here beyond the 
limit and failed to reply to repeated 
telegrams from his commander. Yes- 
terday he was put under arrest on his 
‘commander's order. This morning an- 
other officer called to see him, when he 
suddenly pulled a revolver from under 
his pillow and shot himself through the 
heart. His friends say his mind was 

affected by a recent sunstroke. 


DEWEY LEAVES HONGKONG, 


The Olympia Departs With the Ad- 
miral on Board, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

HONGKONG, June 6.—[By Asiatic 
Cable.}] The United States cruiser 
Olympia, with Admiral Deweyg on 
board, left here at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon. There was no demonstration. 

It was blowing 
and raining at the time of the war- 
ship's departure. 

Consul Wildman remained on the

President, was said to be using his in-.~ 
fluence to have certain favored New 
York houses get the awards. Mr. Mec- 
Kinley was very active with the law 
firm of Stayton & Campbell of No. 30 
Broad street, in pressing claims be- 
fore the departments. 

At the time it was said that Abner 
McKinley was interested in the .con- 
tracts; that he had access to high offil- 
cials in Washington because of his re- 
lationship to the President, but with- 
out the President’s knowledge, and that 
he acted as a “go-between” for the 
New York clothing house that put in 
bids.

Lutkins declares that he acted ag 
one of the agents tn these transactions,

In spite of the fact that 
government awards are supposed to go 
to the lowest bidder, Lutkins declares 
he was responsible for the contract go- 
ing to Kenyon & Co. 

Clarence Kenyon, president of the 
corporation, when seen in his Brook- 
Iyn office, said the suit had been filed 
and that he was fighting it: “I don’t 
even know the man,” he said. “The 
suit came up and I referred it to my 


lawyers, Smith & Martin, No. 7 Nas- 
sau street. I can’t understand the 
suit.” 


Newell Martin, of the firm of Smith 
& Martin, was surprised that the story 
was public property: “We haven’t a 
thing to hide,” he said. “I will show 
you the papers.” 

The answer of the defendants shows 
that Kenyon & Co., mean to make 
a clean breast of it and spare no one. 

Lutkins says he entered the service of 
Kenyon & Co. in May, 1898; that he 
went to Washington and used his fn- 
fluence to have the contract awarded 
to the Brooklyin firm. Kenyon & Co, 
want to know how he- succeeded in 
this undertaking, and even should the 
suit go against them, they say they wil] 
show up the War Department and put 
on record the exposure. 

Kenyon & Co. mean to make Lutkins 
answer, at the earing of the suit, 
what government officer or of- 
ficers he dealt with, when and where 
he saw this officer or these officers; 
how he influenced this officer or these 
officers; did he exhibit samples of Ken- 
yon & Co.’s goods in Washington, and 
if so to whom? 

In the answer these questions are 
all asked, and, according to Mr. Mare 
tin, every one of them must be ane 
swered. “Could Lutkins be striking at 
someone else through us?” the asked. 
“Certainly this is a remarkable suit, 
and if that is Mr. Lutkins’s game, we 
will assist him, for the whole transac- 
tion must be made public.

Princess Chimay’s Gypsy Paramour 
Prey to Bubonic Pinague.

BANISHED FROM CUBA. 


DR. C. C. JOLLIFFE EXPELLED BY 
THE MILITARY AUTHORITIES. 


His Alleged Offense Consisted in not 
Reporting Yellow Fever Cases 
Promptly—He Complains of Bru- 
tal Treatment While in Jail, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


NEW YORK, June 6.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Dr. C. C. Jolliffe, a citizen 
of the United States, a graduate of the 
Kentucky School of Medicine at Louis- 
ville, a special student under Dr. Hun- 
ter McGuire of Winchester, Va., and a 
former student at the School of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, Baltimore, Md., is 
the first American to be banished from 
Cuba by order of the military author- 
ities. The doctor, with Mrs. Jolliffe, 
arrived on the transport Dixie which 
was released from quarantine this noon. 
The_doctor, who is suffering from a bad 
case of blood poisoning, due, he says, 
to rough treatment in jail in Havana, 
is obliged to limp with the ad of a 
crutch about the deck of the Dixie. 
He will lay before President McKinley 
these alleged facts which he gave to a 
reporter, 

“I was a volunteer medical officer 
visiting recruits for the United States 
army, when the Spanish-American war 
began, and later volunteered my serv- 
ices to Surgeon-General Sternberg. I 
was ordered to Huntsville, Ala., as a 
contract surgeon; remaining till Octo- 
ber 10, 1898, when I resigned and went 
to Havana to practice and open an 
American sanitarium. January 8, I 
went to Gen. Brooke to report three 
cases of yellow fever. I was referred 
to Gem. Ludlow. I called on Gen. Lud- 
low and was arrested for not reporting 
the cases sooner. 

“I paid out of my own purse for 
every morsel I had to eat. Mrs. Joliffe 
was not allowed to see me alone. I 
suffered from blood poisoning caused 
by my horrible treatment, and Gen. 
Ludlow ordered me to the contagious 
diseases hospital, where I remained 
till May 27, when I was sent on board 
the Dixie. 

“No charge has ever been proved 
against me. The autopsy .on Mr. Balk 
showed that my diagnosis will be cor- 
rect, even though I hadn’t seen him 
for forty-eight hours before his death. 

“A prisoner has confessed to a con- 
spiracy to get me out of the way. 
The parties to this were Cuban doctors 
who were jealous. My informant had 
been a partner of the dead man. The 
prisoner who made the confession was 
released and soon afterward . left for 
the United States. 

“The papers in this case are with 
my lawyer, Joseph de Wyckoff, No. 14 
San Ignacio, Hxvana. I believe that 
my life was spared by the kindly 
treatment of Maj. Ducker. This is the 
first and only statement ever made 
by me and is absolutely true in every 
particular.” 


THE HOTTEST DAY YET. 


NEW RECORD MADE BY HEAT IN 
NEW YORK CITY. 


-Mercury Rowe Steadily All Day ad 


Many Prostrations Resulted.Hot 
Wave Extends South to Wash- 
ington and West to Chicago, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, June 6.—The record 
for the hottest day in New York since 
the establishment of the weather bu- 
reau was reached today. From early 
morning, when the thermometer stood 
around 78, until late in the afternoon 
the mercury went steadily up. At 3 
o’clock it reached the limit, 98. 

On only two June days in thé past 
twelve years has the temperature 
reached anything like it did today. In 
the year 1888 and also 1893 the maxi- 
mum for June was 96. The record at 
the Weather Bureau was 98 deg., and 
_ atmosphere was terribly oppres- 
sive. 

The opening of the hot season with 
the record-breaking temperature was 
accompanied by an unusual number of 
prostrations for this time of the year. 
In New York City and several of the 
near-by towns there were thirty-one 
prostrations. Twenty-three of these 
occurred in New York City. Only two 
cases were women, the remainder be- 
ing mostly working men. 

In Jersey City six prostrations were 
recorded, Only one of these being a 
woman. Long Island City reported 
two, one man and a woman. Of this 
total number only three deaths had 
been reported at midnight. 

ONE CHICAGO DEATH.

CHICAGO, June 6.—One death due to 
the heat was reported today, and there 
were many prostrations. The mercury 
touched 91 deg., and the excessive hu- 
midity made the heat almost unen- 
durable.

GROWERS THOROUGHLY ORGAN- 
IZED IN CALIFORNIA, 


Traveling Agent Mowat Tells the 


New Yorkers What the Assoéia- — 


tion Has Accomplished—Demand 
for the Product Growing. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, June 6.—[(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Adam H. Mowat, travel- 
ing representative’ of the California 
Raisin Packers’ Association, is in the 
city. His principals include the pro- 
ducers’ Raisin Packing Company, the 
Oleander Packing Company, the Bas- 
ton Packing Company, the Malaga Co- 
operative Packing Association, the Un- 
ion Codéperative Packing Association, 
the Madison Coéperative Packing As- 
sociation, the Kingsbury Codperative 
Packing Association, the Linnea Co- 
operative Packing Association and the 
Hanford Raisin Packing Company. 

“The growers and the packers,” said 
Mr. Mowat, ‘‘are now thoroughly or- 
ganized on the coast, the California 
Raisin Growers’ Association, including 
95 per cent. of the owners of vineyards. 
The work it has accomplished for its 
members is almost phenomenal, prices 
havihg been at least doubled since it 
came into existence. The association, 
under contract with its respective 
members, will. handle their output and 
fix prices absolutely. These prices may 
be advanced from time to time during 
the season, without notice, but an in- 
exorable rule has been adopted to the 
effect that they cannot be lowered. 

“The inspection department of the 
association will in future be much more 
rigid than heretofore. A, L. Sayre, one 
of the best-known experts om the Coast, 
is chief inspector and manager of the 
stock department. As an example of 
the good work being done by the asso- 
ciation for its members, the stock on 
the Coast today is only 50 per cent. of 
what it was on September 15 last. The 
Coéperative Packers’ Association  in- 
cludes in its membership a large num- 
ber of firms who grow their own prod- 
uct, which is packed under their own 
supervision, The pack is then sold 
through a central selling office, under 
the name of the Coéperative Packers’ 
Association. The packers are going 
largely into the seeded raisin business, 

“The season opens about September 
25, when first deliveries are made, 
These will be somewhat retarded this 
year by reason of the fact that a late 
frost injured’ the early grape crop, 
which will be perhaps 25 per cent. short. 

“The export trade has grown enor- 
mously of late years. It would be im- 
possible to give figures on the subject, 
but I can say that there is a great de- 
mand for the Pacific Coast product in 
Germany and England. Thousands of 
tons are also sent to Canada.”

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Summary of Conditions in Different 
Sections of the State. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture has. prepared 
the following summary of the weather 
and crop conditions in the different 
sections of California for the week just 
ended: 

SACRAMENTO VALLEY. 

Fruit, cherries and plums, were 
somewhat injured by rain during the 
week, but all other fruits, including 
berries and grapes, were greatly bene- 
fited, and are now in excellent condi- 
tion. In Sacramento county there are 
indications of a very large yield of 
grapes. 

Grain—Barley is ripening rapidly, 
and harvest will commence in a few 
days; crop very good. Late-sown 
wheat was benefited by the late rain. 
Oats were not damaged. It is re- 
ported that there is some rust in early 
wheat in Tehama county. Prospects 
are good for a large yield of wheat, 
barley and oats. 

Hay—The rain injured cut hay in 
many sections, but the loss will prob- 
ably not be serious, as warmer weather 
and drying winds followed the rain. 

Minor crops—Sugar beets, hops and 
vegetables were benefited by the rain. 

COAST AND BAY SECTIONS. 

Fruit—Very little if any injury to 
fruit resulted from the late rain, and 
in. many orchards the crop was 
greatly benefited. Apples will yield a 
fair crop, though not as large as ex- 
pected. In Napa. Valley, cherries are 
light, but are of good quality; grapes 
will yield about half an average crop. 

Grain—The unusually heavy rainfall 
damaged early wheat in some fields, 
but was greatly beneficial to late-sown 
wheat, oats and barley. Cool weather 
preceding the rain caused the grain 
to fill rapidly, and present indications 
‘are that the yield will be large. In the 
Santa Clara Valley the damage to 
grain was not so serious as reported. 

Hay—In some portions of this sec- 
tion, cut hay was considerably dam- 
aged by the rain and heavy winds, 
while in other places the crop was no 
Injured. 

Minor crops—Corn, beets and hops 
were benefited by the rain and cool 
weather, and are making good growth. 

SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY. . 

Fruit—so far as reported, fruits were 
not injured by the fecent rain, and 
prospects are much improved, Vine- 
yards especially were greatly benefited, 
and a heavy crop is probable. »Peaches 
are ripening; the crop will be large. 
Apricots and plums will be light. Fruit 
picking has commenced in some sec- 
tions. 

Grain—Cool weather and rain \have 
been favorable to all growing crops, 
Grain 


sections, and harvest has been delayed, 
but the yield will be increased by the 


favorable conditions prevgiling re- 
cently. 
Hay—The crop was considerably 


damaged by the recent rains, although 
in some sections farmers profited by 
the warnings given, and protected cut 
hay. Alfalfa was benefited. Pastur- 
age was benefited by the rain and is 
in excellent condition. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
Fruit—Cool, cloudy weather and light 
showers have begn generally beneficial 
to all fruits, especially to oranges and 
lemons. Water in irrigating ditches 


bate materially increased by the rain- 
all. 


Grain and hay—The very light crop 
of grain was somewhat benefited by 
the recent rains, but the yield will be 
very inferior. In many sections cut 
hay was injured to some extent. Hay- 
ing is still in progress. 

Minor crops—Beets, beans, corn 
and garden vegetables were benefited 
by the rain. | 

EUREKA SUMMARY. 

Weather .unseasonably cool, gener- 
ally fair. Rainfall part of the week 
materially improved condition of crops. 
Fruit prospects good, except prunes 
and peaches, which will yield less than 
average crop. 

LOS ANGELES SUMMARY. 

Some grain and hay damaged by 
rain; if drying weather follows most 
will be saved; beets, beans, corn and 
orchards were greatly benefited. Feed 
abundant in northern sections. The 


rain will probably make a good beet 
season. 


GEORGE NEWMAN’S ESTATE. 


Widow Entitled to Her Share in 
Spite of Second Marriage. 

. [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—George 
H. Newmann, aged 79, in 1856 married 
a girl of 16; a few months afterward 
Newman came to California; the wife 
remained, and money was sent by 
Newman to his wife. In 1864 she went 
through a form of marriage with one 
Colburn, and a daughter was born to 
her in 1866. In 1883 Mrs. Newman, 
learning that her husband was still 
alive, wrote to him, and correspdmd- 
ence between them followed. 

Newman died intestate in Contra 
Costa county in 1897; his widow, whose 
consort Colburn, had died in the mean- 
time, and upon whose property the 
State of New Hampshire permited her 
to probate as the widow, applied for 
letters of administration upon New- 
man’s estate, and they were granted to 
her. From this an appeal was taken. 
The Supreme Court affirmed the order. 

The opinion of the court goes into 
the matter at length, and in plain 
terms speaks of the acts of the woman 
and her bigamous marriage; it says 
that there is no law of the State that 
will take away her rights of succession 
so long as there has been no divorce 
and there was no desertion by her hus- 
band. It says that after the death of 
the bigamous spouse, she resumed her 
relations with Newman, and was en- 
titled to her widow’s share. 


ROYAL REMAINS MISSING. 


Grave of Hawalii’s Barefoot King 
Found Empty. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—The re- 
port comes from Honolulu that when 
the tomb of Lunalilo, the “Barefoot 
King of Hawaii,” was recently opened, 
it was found that the remains had 
been removed and that the metal 
casket contained only portions of the 
grave clothes. It is surmised that the 
body may have been taken by natives 
to a heathen grave in the mountains, 
as a thunder storm on the day of the 
burial had much affected ‘his supersti- 

tious subjects. 

Lunalilo was elected king in , 1873. 
but thirteen months afterward dicd 
of consumption. Although he possessed 
a large fortune, he insisted on going 
about the streets barefoot at all times. 
By his will, which was not opened un- 
til 1881, he left j;his entire fortune to 
found a home for aged Hawaiians. 


GROSS, HARSH TREATMENT. 


Supreme Court Says J. W. Hutchin- 
son Must Support His Daughters.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—The Su- 

preme Court has affirmed the judgment

CATTLE BOGGED, 


Beyond Rescue on Ten-mile Slough. 
Will Be Shot.

SAN JOSE, June 6.—An analysis was 
made of the contents of P. Arata’s 
stomach, the man whio yesterday shot 
Capt. E. G. Zeiro and then died at the 
Receiving Hospital. It was believed 
that he had taken poison, but the an- 
alysis fails to show a trace. The City 
Physician expressed the opinion that 
the man died from collapse after the 
excitement as he was in the last stages 
of consumption. This was the verdict 
of the Coroner’s jury. 

Capt. Zeiro is more seriously hurt 
than at first believed. The ball en- 
tered near the center of the left ear 
and is imbedded somewhere near the 
center of the head. His physicians say 
the wound is exceedingly dangerous, 


and while they hope for recovery, are 
not confident.

She 
left a note in verse addressed to her 
husband, from whom she was sepa- 
rated, declaring that her heart was 
broken. She was a cripple and had 
been ill for some time. The Coroner 
will investigate the case which is be- 
lieved to be one of suicide. 


Mexican Murderer Captured. 


CALIENTE, June 6.—Ochoa, who 
shot his wife and a man named Smith 
at Bakersfield three weeks ago, has 
been captured at the house of a Mex- 
ican near Keysville. Two miners, 
Young Walker and Ingram, took him 
by surprise and forced him to surren- 
der.

A SECOND BATTLE. 


DYNAMITERS OF UNION PACIFIC 
TRAIN HEMMED IN. 


Sherif?’ Hazen Wounded—Afterward 
Died—Others of the Posse Lying 
on Thetr Arms—Help, Food and 
Ammunition on the Way to 
Them, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CHEYENNE (Wyo.,) June 6.—A sec- 
ond battle with the dynamiters of the 
Union Pacific express train has been 
fought in the mountain forty miles 
north of Casper by teh Sheriff's posse 
which has been in pursuit since Sunday 
morning, and as a result one man and 
probably more, lie dead. The first bat- 
tle was fought Sunday on Tea Pot 
Creek, thirty miles north of Casper. No 
one was wounded by the engagement, 
but several horses were killed. 

The second battle was fought last 
evening at a point ten miles farther 
north and in a wilder country. The 
robbers, being closely pressed, made a 
determined stand behind some rocks 
in a deep ravine and when the posse 
put in an appearance, opened fire at 
close range. Sheriff Joe Hazen of 
Doulags, Wyo., fell at the first fire, 
being shot through the stomach. The 
officer was removed to a safe place 
and afterward brought to Casper by 
two cowboys, arriving at the latter 
place this noon. 

General Manager Dickinson of the 
Union Pacific, who has been at Casper 
since Monday, directing the work of 
hunting down the robbers, tendered the 
use of his private train and Hazen was 
taken to his home at Douglas. A tel- 
egram from there this evening states 
that the officer died shortly after 
reaching his residence. 

The posse resumed the fight as soon 
as Hazen had been removed, and was 
successful in a short time in driving 
the robbers from their stronghold and 
away from their horses, which were 
secured. The robbers retreated to a 
natural fort among the rocks, some 
two miles away, wher ethey entrenched 
themselves and prepared for a bitter 
fight. The posse quietly divided up 
and surrounded the place, and when a 
courier left the scene the officers were 
lying on their arms with the robbers 
completely surrounded and hemmed in. 

An urgent request was sent in for 
reinforcements and a supply of food 
and ammunition. In response United 
States Marshal Hadsell of Wyomind, 
who had just reached Casper from the 
western part of the State, where he 
had been hunting for the three train- 
robbers, started ou twith another 
posse, and with arms, food, ammuni- 
tion and horses in plenty. 

The capture of the three robbers who 
are hemmed in the mountains three 
miles north of Casper is now thought 
c@-tain, but wether they will ever 
reach the railroad is another question 
as there is intense excitement in Cas- 
per and in Douglas, and talk of lynch- 
ing the robbers, if caught, is plentiful. 

WHO THDBDY ARE. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

PRICE, (Utah,) June 6.—It is the 
opinion of many here that the three 
men being hunted by deputies for the 
robbery of the Union Pacific train at 
Colfax, Wyo., Friday morning, are 
“Butch” Casady, Elsea Lay and “Old 
Tom’’’ McCarty, leaders of the “Rob- 
bers Roost gang of outlaws. They were 
seen in the vicinity of the hold-up a 
few days before it occurred and were 
suspected of having plans for a raid 
of some kind. 


Whole Family Killed. 

HAMILTON, (O.,) June 6.—At 8 
o'clock this evening Chief of Police 
Peter A. Claire of this city, with his 
wife and daughter Margaret, in a car- 
riage atempted to cross the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton railroad four 
miles south of here. A locomotive 
struck the carriage dashed it to pieces, 
killed the chief immediately, and so 
badly injured the child that she died 
in the hospital a few hours later. The 
wife and mother cannot survive the 
night. 


President Going to Milwaukee. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—The Pres- 
ident has accepted the invitation ex- 
tended by Henry C. Payne, of Wiscon- 
sin, on behalf of the merchants and 
manufacturers of Milwaukee, to be 
present at the laying of the corner- 
stene of the new postoffice in that city 
in October. This visit will occur dur- 
ing the same week as the laying of 
the corner-stone of the new custom- 
house in Chicago, the ceremonies: in 
connection with which the President 
has already promised to attend.

FITZSIMMONS LOOKS RATHER, 
LIGHT FOR FIGHTING. 


Jeffries Has at Least Fifty Pounds 
Advantage in Welght and is 
Confident of Winning 
the Battle.

NEW YORK, June 6.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Although he expresses 
complete satisfaction with, his own 
condition, Fitzsimmons seems to be 
down too fine to be strong and ready 
for his fight with Jeffries at Coney 
Jsland Friday night. He says he is 
weighing 155 pounds, 4 but when he 
stripped at his training quarters at 
Bath Beach this afternoon he looked 
fully three pounds lighter. He and 
Julian, his manager, admit that there. 
is danger in too much hard work, these 
sweltering hot days, and say that there 
fs to be a let up from now on until 


the night of the fight. 

Despite their assurances of precau- 
tion, however, Fitzsimons boxed twelve 
fairly fast rounds in the open air, 
with the thermometer close to 95 deg., 
this afternoon, and the performance, 
while it had no apparent effect upon 
the champion, did not look like a dis- 
play of good training judgment. Bob 
fs as light-hearted as a child these 
days, and has perfect confidence in his 
ability to win against the Californian, 

Fitzsimmons omitted his road run 
and swim this morning, but did all, 
of his gymnasium work and had a run 
tonight. At 3 o’clock he and his train- 
ers stripped for a boxing bout. Dan 
Hickey was taken ow first. Hickey 
had his right eye closed by a punch 
last evening, and his injured optic was 
black and swollen. Fitzsimmons was 
highly amused at his appearance, and 
laughingly told him he was going to 
close the other, He also showed the 
manner in which he takes advantage 
of a clinch by making the other fellow 
do the clinching and keeping both of 
his arms free to hit. He seems just 
as fast on his feet as of old, and he 
breaks ground and side steps like a 
lightweight. 

While waiting for the boxing to be- 
gin, Fitzsimons sat in the corner of 
the yard near the barn reading a pa- 
per. Visitors were brought up by Jul- 
fan and formally presented. 

Fitzsimmons is rather a hard man to 
talk to. Today he only loosened up 
once, and that was when his son Rob- 
ert Fitzsimons, Jr., put in an appear- 
ance. The little lad had an immense 
club and the fond father, calling him 
said: “Hit the one you lve.” 

The boy promptly swung at his dad 
with the club. Then Fitzsimmons 
said: “Hit the one aho is going to 
win the fight Friday night.” 

The younger Fitzsimmons, who evi- 
dently questions the fighting ability 
of «! father, remained motionless. 
The father was hugely amused. ‘‘What 
do you think of that?” he said; “my 
own son picks Jeffries to win. -He 
fancies the other guy. I’ve got to win 
to retain his respect.”’ 

The great question whether Fitz- 
simmons has gone back since his 
famous fight with Corbett two years 
ago must remain unanswered until 
Friday night. He does not look as 
strong as he did then, but he and the 
men who are handling him say that 
they are sure that he is even better 
than on that occasion. They are back- 
ing that assertion with money at odds 
of 2 to 1, and assert that at no time 
will it be in jeopardy. They deny that 
he has led a life calculated to rob him 
of his wonderful strength and vitality, 
and have absolute confidence in his 
ability to win. 

The expected conference between 
Referee George Siler and the two pugi- 
lists to ascertain how the men are go- 
ing to fight on Friday night, in the mat- 
ter of breaking away, etc., was not held 
today. Siler arrived here in the after- 
moon from Chicago and did not have 
time to look the rival boxers up. He 
will see Jeffries tomorrow afternoon 
and call on the champion Thursday. 

Interest in the battle seems to in- 
orease as the date draws near. The 
demand for seats has so far exceeded 
expectations and orders for boxes 
have been unusually large. So as to 
accommodate every one, the manage- 
‘ment has aranged to enlarge the seat- 
ing capacity by adding thirty-five new 
boxes, holding six to eight persons 
each. Today these chairs, which orig- 
inally were sold for $25, were selling 
for $50. Some sports were willing to 
give as high as $75 for a chair, but 
could not get them.

AN INSULAR RACE WAR. 


REIGN OF TERROR IN FRENCH 
ISLAND OF GUADELOUPE, 


Immigrant Laborers Attacked by the 
Nartive Negroes—Pointe-a-Pitre, 
Capital of the Island Barned. 
Long-existing Trouble. 


{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


KINGSTON (Jamaica,) May 30.— 
[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.] Recent advices from the 


French island of Guadeloupe indicate 
the continuance of the so-called race 
war there, which led last month to the 
partial destruction of the insular capi- 
tal, Pointe-a-Pitre, by fire. 

The war is-not racial in the American 
sense of the adjective, and the use of 
the term has done a good deal to mis- 
lead public opinion. It is not a revolt 
of the colored population against the 
white French element, but purely a 
trouble between the native laboring 
population and the immigrant laborers 
who have been introduced from the 
English colonies to work on the sugar 
estates. Nor is the difficulty new. 
The French negroes have always been 
recalcitrant, refusing to work on the 
sugar plantations for wages such 
as the planters could pay. Ultimately 
the situation became so serious that 
a system of labor immigration was 
resorted to. Thousands of laborers 
were introduced from Japan and the 
neighboring West Indian islands. So 
acute was the race trouble with the 


Japanese that they had to be. re- 
patriated in short order. It was then 
thought that negroes, being of the 


same race as the natives, would do 
better. ‘There was little difference, 
however, although the immigrants 
from Dominica and Santa Lucia al- 
ready spoke the French patios, and 
those from Barbadoes quickly mas- 
tered it. 
At the bottom the difficulty was not 
racial, but economic. The natives have 
never allowed English immigrants to 
work in peace, and nothing but con- 
tinued raisings on the part of the 
latter has maintained peace between 
the rival factions. Open rupture has 
been avoided in the main, but there 


ual trouble and isolated fights have 
been frequent. 

The late strained relations between 
France and Great Britain seemed to 
have aggravated the situation. The 
natives planned a great attack on the 
English. It was to be made as soon 
as war was declared. It did not come 
off, but the native negroes were not 
detred by that fact. The attack was 
made as originally intended, and the 
immigrants from the estates in large 
numbers sought protection in the city 
of Pointe-a-Pitre. They were pursued 
and for a long time the local forces 
were incapable of restraining the dis- 
order. 

In the midst of it all the city was 

fired simultaneously at several points, 
with the result that is known. Troops 
from the capital soon suppressed the 
rioting,. but the trouble continues gnd 
has assumed the form of a serious 
problem. The natives accuse the Eng- 
lish of having fired the town. The Eng- 
lish reply that the French negroes 
planned the fire, so as to have an ex- 
cuse for expelling the English. 
. Meanwhile, the English immigrants, 
individually and collectively, are in 
danger of their lives. They dare not re- 
turn to work except under military 
guard, so that every State where work 
has been resuméd is now a sort of can- 
tonment. 

Outside these bounds the life of no 
Englishman is secure and the preju- 
dice has spread to classes other than 
the immigrants. The British consul is 
said to have appealed to the imperial 
government and possibly an interna- 
tional question may arise. The plant- 
ers throughout the island are repre- 
sented as highly exercised over the 
situation. 

If the plot should amount to much, 
it will mean the withdrawal of the 
immigrants from the islands, and the 
planters will be thrown back upon the 
native laborers and be at their mercy. 
This, it is thought, would practically 
result in the suspension of cultivation, 
for, even if the places could support 
the drain of high wages, under no con- 
ditions could native labor be depended 
on. 
Advices from other sources say the 
trouble is much deeper than any ques- 
tion of labor. It is said there exists in 
all French colonies, among the negroes, 
a traditional sentiment that freedom 
must some day come, as it did to the 
Haytiens. 

Between this and open rebellion there 
is but a step. The government, how- 
ever, does not apprehend that it will 
be taken. The gravity of the possibil- 
ities is acknowledged but the probabil- 
ities are small and few, owing to the 
absence of leaders and of competent 
initiative. 

On the whole, it is believed that the 
exemplary punishment of those most 
directly responsible for the recent and 
ate re trouble will obviate future dif- 
culty.

1897, 10:55 p.m., Greenwich time, 82 
north, 25 east. We are at an altitudn 
of 600 meters. All well. 
[Signed] 
“ANDREE, 
“STRINDBERG, 
“FREENECKEL.” 


The balloon thus had only traveled 
7 hours and 50 minutes when the buoy 
was thrown out. The buoy, or capsule, 
contained also a small chart indicating 
the route of the balloon.

fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—One of the 
first duties that will be imposed on 
Bellamy Storrer when he takes up 
his post at Madrid will be to secure 
the reinstatement of the Book of Per- 
petual Rentes of Spain, of the names 
of the holders of the obligations is- 
sued to them by Spain as one of the 
results of the négotiations of the treaty 
of 1834. These American holders are 
entitled to an annual payment of about 
$600,000, but the payment was omitted 
during the late war, and is now 
overdue. The Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations has held that these 
debts are not extinguished by war 
and are still binding upon Spain, and 
some of the holders of the rentes have 
made an appeal to the State Depart- 
ment for intercession in their favor. 

It is not known at the State Depart- 
ment just when Mr. Storrer will be 
presented at Madrid. 


INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION, 


Pian Outlining the Method of In- 
quiry Proposed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, June 6.—The indus- 
trial commission resumed its sittings 
today, but heard no testimony. A re- 
port outlining a method of inquify on 
the subject of transportation made by 
Prof. Johnson of the University of 
Pennsylvania was submitted and re- 
ferred to the sub-Committee on Trans- 
portation. This plan was prepared un- 
der instructions of the commission and 
therefore will most probably be 
adopted. The report advised the di- 
vision of the inquiry into four parts, az 

follows: 

First—The control of transportation 
corporations by means of charter pro- 
vidibeine giving in this connection a his- 
tory of efforts in this. line, 
with the results of such efforts in dif- 
ferent States, and also making a com- 
parison of Buropean railway char‘ters 
with those of the United States. 

Second—Taxation as a means of pub- 
lic control by the States and by Con- 


ess. 

Third—The control of railroads exer- 
cised by courts, versus receivers and 
by means of injunctiens. 

Fourth—Public control of express 
and telegraph companies and carriers 
by water—whether further legislation 
is necessary, and if so, what form it 
should take.

HOW MICROBES GROW. 


Unless the Conditions Are Just 
Right, They Will Not Thrive. 


{Hospital:] In the very interesting 
Milroy lectures now being delivered at 
the Royal College of Physicians, Dr. 
Poore describes the action of the earth 
in relation to the preservation and de- 
struction of contagia, pointing out that 
the chemical composition of earth is 
constantly changing, and that its fit- 
ness for supporting the life of the va- 
rious micro-organism that are foun] 
in it varies accordingly. 

Each of these microbes presumably 
grows best in what one may call its 
optimum conditions, and the smallest 
alteration in these conditions may turn 
the scale and decide which among the 
competing organisms shall obtain the 
mastery. In illustration of the curi- 
ous exactitude of the conditions with- 
out which certain fungi will not grow, 
and of their extraordinary development 
whenever these conditions are fulfilled. 
Dr. Poore refers to the growth of 
mushrooms. 

“Some of the larger saprophytes,”’ he 
says, “such, for instance, as the com- 
monsmushroom, require no little skill 
for their artificial production, involv- 
ing far more attention to exact details

tetanus, the germs of which are known 
to grow freely in certain soils, atten- 
tion is drawn to the rarity with which 
men are attacked by them, even when 
working on land which has almost 
certainly been infected We are thus 
brought face to face with the impor- 
tance of the extra-corporeal phases of 
microbic life in the maintenance of 
continuity of infection. Unfortunately 
we seem to know but little in regard 
to the exact conditions under which 
the several pathogenic organisms are 
best able to maintain their existence in 


saprophytic form. Something we know | 


about the bacillus of the tuberculusis, 
and something we. are beginning to 
know about that of enteric fever, Dut 
much more knowledge in this direcTon 
is badly wanted. 

It is true enough, no doubt, as has 
been well said, that “‘the proper study 
of mankind is man,’’ dDut this is just 
what the pathologist must unlearn if 
he would get to the bottom of the 
etiology, and especially of the epidem- 


iology. of infectious ailments. No 
longer must he be content to study 


the action of the microbe within man’s 
frame-or the methods by which it 
brews toxins and sets up disease, but 
he must trace its life history outside, 
and find out what these infectious par- 
ticles are doing and how they are liv- 
ing through the long interval that 
sometimes elapses between the termin- 
ation of one “case” and the develop- 
ment of another One fine morning 
we look out upon our paddock and find 
it full of mushrooms; and another, al- 
though we know that the spore ts 
present just the same, there is not a 
mushroom to be seen. It was the con- 
ditions, not the seed alone, that made 
them grow. And this is a parable.

MOVING SOUTH. 


Prodace Commission Houses. Getting 
Below Second Street. 

The produce commission business has 
grown very rapidly in Los Angeles, 
keeping pace with the increase of pop- 
ulation. Formerly there were only 
one or two, then three or four of these 
business houses. And they were all on 
Los Angeles street north of First 
street. About two years ago a model 
structure for such a business was put 
up on Los Angeles street near Fourth. 
Later a similar building was erected 
south of Second. So little by little 
this branch of business has been drift- 
ing south. And by the first of July 
there will probably not be a house 
north of First street, and most of them 
will go south of Third. The block be- 
tween Third and Fourth streets will 
contain most of the heavy commission 
firms. Two at least will remain just 
north of Second, and one is out near 
Ninth street, where the public mar- 
ket it. 

The larger Los Angeles produce com- 
mission houses need a good deal of 
room. Los Angeles street is pretty 
wide north of Third street, and not 
quite so wide south. But the street 


street north of First will be somewhat 
inconvenient for heavy business. Be- 
sides there is no alley back of the 
premises north of Third street, while 
on the east side of Los Angeles street 
south of Boyd there is a good alley. 
Then new buildings are being put up 
with special reference to the use of 
these commission houses, and will be 
much better than old premises with 
indifferent facilities. Some of these 
houses handle 1000 boxes of fruit a day, 
besides many. boxes of butter, eggs, 
potatoes and green vegetables.

First and 
not least, causes shohld be promptly 
decided that the courts may not be 
scandalized by apparently just com- 
plaints of lethargy and _ indifference. 


The public should be inspired with con- 


fidence that justice can be obtained in 
the corrts without harassing, embar- 
rassing delays. A loss of confidence in 
the efficiency of the courts must in 
some degree weaken the confidence of 
the people in the government and di- 
minish, to some extent, the patriotism 
necessary to its support. Again, if de- 
lays in the prosecution of causes are 
permitted, the calendars of the courts 
are crowded with ancient causes, 
thereby crowding out new cases and 
preventing early trials of new cases, 
thus in many instances visiting upon 
the diligent the consequences of the 
remissness of the negligent.

No 
notice of the motion to dismiss the 
cause having been given, and the plain- 
tiff not being ready to argue the said 
motion, it was stipulated that the 
cause might be set without prejudice 
to the defendant's right to move to 
dismiss the cause for want of prosecu- 
tion; and the case was thereupon set 
for June 6, 1899. On May &, 1899, the 
motion to dismiss was continued to 
May 15: on May 15 said motion was 
continued to May 16, and on May 16 to 
May 22, when the motion was sup- 
mitted on briefs, which have since 
been filed. It will therefore be seen 
that the case comes clearly within the 
rule laid down in Butler vs. Butler et 
al., supra, unless the plaintiff has a 
reasonable excuse for the delay. 

The excuses gtven by the plaintiff 
are contained in affidavits made by 
one of the attorneys of plaintiff and the 
plaintiff himself. 

The first statement of fact to which 
the plaintiff calls the court’s attention 
is that on April 3, 1899, W. J. Hun- 
saker appeared for the attorneys for 
plaintiff and moved this court to set 
the action down for trial, and tendered 
the calendar fee, but that the court re- 
fused to make the order because the 
calendar fee had not been paid on the 
Saturday previous, the rule requiring 
said payment at that time being un- 
known to counsel. No such proceed- 
ing is in the memory of the court, and, 
upon inquiry, I find that the clerk does 
not remember anything of the, kind. 
The record shows nothing whatever of 
any motion to set the cause having 
been made upon that day. Had the 
motion been made upon that day it 
would not have aided the plaintiff, be- 
cause of the long lapse of time after 
the issues were framed, to wit, from 
July 9, 1896, to April 3, 1899. 

The next fact assigned as an excuse 
for the delay is that in June or July, 
1896, one of the plaintiff's attorneys at- 
tended this court, and that Henry T. 
Gage was present at said time, and 
that in the courtroom of Department 
Three of this court said attorney for 
plaintiff and said Gage had a conver- 
sation relating to the time when said 
action should be tried; that said Gage 
would not agree to fix any time, giv- 
ing as his reason’. therefor that he 
wanted to confer with his associate 
counsel, Hon. Stephen M. White, who 
was then absent.from Los Angeles at- 
tending to his duties as United States 
Senator, and that said Gage would 
communicate with the said White and 


find out when it would be convenient. 


for said White to try said cause, and 
would let said attorney for the plaintiff 
know; that some months later, either 
in the latter part of 1896 or in the early 
part of 1897, plaigtiff’s counsel again 
mentioned said matter to said Gage, 
but that said Gage again stated that 
he would confer with his associate, Mr. 
White, and let plaintiff's counsel 
know when it would be convenient for 
Mr.White to be in Los Angeles for 
said trial, and that neither said Gage 
nor said White have at an. time inti- 
mated to plaintiff when it would be 
convenient for them to try said case. 
If this were not rebutted by the affi- 
davits of Mr. White, who shows that 
he was not in the United States Senate 
at the time of the alleged conversation 
vith Mr. Gage, and of Mr. Foley, who 
says that he attended to the argument 
of the demurrer in this court instead of 
Mr. Gage, and the fact that Mr. Gage 
states in his affidavit that he has no 
remembrance whatever of any such 
conversation, the, statements are 
wholly insufficient ‘as an excuse. It 
would only have been necessary for the 
plaintiff to have moved to set his 
cause down for trial to have had it set 
at an early date. While due considera- 
tion might have been given to the ab- 
sence of Mr. White in the United 
States Senate, the cause for that rea- 
son would not have been delayed to 
the prejudice of the plaintiff, and it 
would not have been necessary to have 
delayed it for that reason at all, for 
the cause could have been tried in 
1896 before Mr. White's departure for 
Washington, or it could have been tried 
in the spring of 1897, after his return

HELPED A LAWBREAKER.

Fire Department Members H. 
Shew to Leave Town. 

H. Shaw, the member of the No. 8 
engine company of the fire depart- 
ment, who was arrested Sunday morn- 
ing in the act of turning in a false 
alarm of fire after having turned in 
three other such alarms, has left the 
city to escape punishment. When his 
case was called in court Monday he 
failed to appear, and a bench warrant 
was issued for him, but he had left be- 
fore that, and his cash bond of $50 will 
be forfeited. 

After the arrest Shaw remained all 
day in jail, but late Sunday afternoon 
some of the memhbers of his company 
appeared, and, depositing $50, secured 
his release. He went at once to the en- 
gine-house, but did not remain long. 
He was told that the court would prob-. 
ably make an example of him, and that 
his only chance of avoiding punish- 
ment was to leave the city. Members 
of the fire department raised $45 and 
gave it to him to pay his expenses 
while looking for work at some other 
place. The members of the No. 8 en- 
gine company know where he went, 
and he was promised that they would 
write to him and tell him when It is 
safe for him to return. 

Some of the firemen in other com- 
panies who were asked for a donation 
for Shaw’s assistance not only refused, 
but expressed surprise that the men 
who were called out of bed three times 
after midnight Sunday morning to re- 
spond to false alarms turned in by 
Shaw, should desire to help him es- 
cape punishment. Something over a4 
year ago Chief Moore not only invoked 
the aid of the entire police force to 
catch certain persons who were turn- 
ing in false alarms of fire, but he ex- 
pended a considerable sum of the city’s 
money in hiring special policemen for 
that purpose. As.a result, there have 
been comparatively few false alarms 
since. The fact that the members of 
the fire department assisted Shaw out 
of town is known to the officers of the 
department, and they know who a 
number of the members are who paid 
money into the fund for that purpose.

ARTISTS. 


There should be no confused idea 
in the mind of the public that Millet 
was A peasant merely, endowed with a 
natural predilection for painting. The 
truth is that Millet’s was a superior 
mind, and had it not been that he was, 
first of all, an artist, posessed 
noble sense of form, his art 
justly have been charged as “‘literary.’ 
But most of his “teaching” was, 1 
think, read into it by critics, and dis- 
tinctly and for himself he only sought 
legitimate plastic portrayal. In fact, he 
resented that his pictures should be 
regarded as socialistic in their ten- 
dency: so when a band of socialists, 
headed by Courbet, had put his name 
on their flag during the Paris commune 
he promptly wrote to several journals 
refusing the “honor which they have 
wished to do me.” 

On this point one might be still more 
explicit, for Millet was not in any sense

a doctrinaire painting to teach lessons 
outside the canons of graphic art. The 
following from the Life, by  Sensier, 
will, I think, quite clearly show this: 
“At the Salon of 1857 Millet had a pic- 
ture which gave him a distinct posi- 
tion before the public—namely, ‘The 
Gleaners,’ The artists—those who had 


whose career covered so many years. 
In chalk he worked §incessantl— 
sketches, studies, impressions «were 
thrown from him tin this ready medi- 
um in great profusion. One can well 
imagine that the very phases of nature 
which most appealed to him—evanes- 
cent effects of twilight and dawn— 
the transient action of animals and of 
men at work, could, by this means, 
be more quickly put down in sugges- 
tive notes of iine and color than In 
the more deliberate method demanded 
by the use of oil pigments. The re- 
sult, with Millet, was'a perfect treas- 
use house of noble themes and com- 
positions. These charcoal drawings, 
touched in with pastel, are mainly in 
the hands of private individuals—true 
connoisseurs—and galleries. Some day, 
let us hope. public museums may §be- 
come possessed of them. Still, the opin- 
ion that the artist’s work In the more 
serious medium of oil is surpassed by 
these wonderful drawings in chalk is 
hardly a sound one. Millet’s fideNty to 
the character of things has led him to 
most faithfully discover and place the 
right hue. and to secure the just one 
of any subject he depicted. The man- 
ner of his touch, it is true, was never 
deft, but, better still, it was charac- 
teristic. Again, although in the case of 
chalk drawings, much is hinted at by 
slight means, the narrower range of 
the material as compared with that of 
oil colors does not demand on the 
part of the artist so great a control. 
It may then be doubted that these 
drawings display in the same degree 
the mental power of Millet.as do his 
works in oil, where greater judge

insight—were surprised at a picture 
finer than anything he had yet done, 
and admired it without reserve. They 
saw it had knowledge, a fine style, at- 
mosphere and modeling. Some wished 
to find in it a plea against the misery 
of the people; others declared that 
these three poor women were savage 
beasts threatening the social order. On 
the art question (the only one really at 
stake) the judges were not iess di- 
vided. 

“It is true that Millet was a man of 
his time. Himself a peasant, and used 
to the hard toil of the fields, he always 
had in his heart compassion and pity 
for the miserable poor of the country. 
He was neither a socialist nor an ideal- 
ist, but like all deep thinkers, he loved 
humanity: he suffered with its woes 
and longed to express them. For this he 
only needed to paint the peasant at his 


work. In spite of himself, and with- 
out knowing it, he entered into the 
heart of the question. But they 


wronged him.in imputing to him a doec- 
trine which was repulsive to his na- 
ture and which his conscience = re- 
proved.” 

This from a friend 
thirty years. Do not, then, let us think 
that it is Millet’s “lesson” and not 
his painting which has placed him so 
high in the ranks of art. The mere 
“lesson” could not so exalt him. There 
are many passages in his work of ac-

ment is required and more subtle effects 
secured. To achieve clarity of color 
and a familiar acquaintance with the 
resources of the palette exacts great 
concentration of mind. It may thus be 
seen that the mere technical prob- 
lems are made greater by the use of 
oil. The medium requires such delib- 
eration that the themes often rise with 
the dignity of the vehicle of expression, 
or, rather, the greatest themes employ 
this mode of expression. It is not, 
therefore, a quite fair estimate, how- 
ever charming the composition or the 
subject, to hail as higher’ art that 
produced through a medium in which, 
by the very earnestness of is nature, 
Millet would be unlikely to clothe his 
best thought. For, backed by a fine 
intelligence and a taste that was truly 
classic, he has left upon his work 
the priceless stamp of art. 

It may be recorded with some satis- 
faction that among his earliest appre- 
ciators were several Americans, for ag 
far back as 1853 William Morris Hunt 
of Boston, and Babcock, also an Amer- 
ican and a pupil of Millet, settled in 
Barbizon in order to be near this man 
and to come under his influence. Trwo 
of his pictures were at that time 
bought by Hunt, who also directed the 
attention of a fellow-countryman to 
Millet’s work. This friend bought the

complished painting. In silhouette and 
consummate control of = spaces, by 
which I mean the satisfactory balance 


of volume in the masses of a compo- 
sition, few have surpassed him. One 
can neither take from nor add to such 
perfect distribution of forms in his 
works without destroying the art 
quality of the picture. Now, a “lesson” 
in painting would not be weakened by 
such elimination—which fact goes to 
prove that this painter was a master, 
not necessarily in ethics, but in art. 

In 1859 Millet finished the painting 
of “The Angelus,” on which he had 
been engaged nearly four years... He 
wished in this picture the sounds of 
the country and even the church bells 
to be heard. Many in this country 
have seen the work, for it made a tour 


of exhibition here a number of years 
ago. <As twilight comes on two peas- 
ants, ‘a man and a woman, hear the 
Angelus: they rise from work, and, 
standing, recite, with bowed heads, 
the words “Angelus domini*nuntiavit 
Mariae.” ‘This canvas is most devo- 


tional in sentiment and the coloring is 
exceptionally luminous; indeed, Millet, 
up to this time had rarely touched so 
light and vibrating a key. It was 
one of his favorite pictures, for by it 
he called up his childhood’s sensations, 
It is this universal sentiment of rev- 
erence and devotion that has perhaps 
thrilled so large a public and given 
this single work se wideoa reputation, 

There are those who contend that 
Millet’s chalk drawings form the finest 
part of his production. These are less 
known than his pictures in oil, but to 
those who saw them, as did the writer, 
when shown in Paris shortly after his 
death, they were a revelation. They 
comprise the larger portion of his out- 
put. But then Millet painted compar- 
atively few canvases for a worker 


him commissions. Although a young 
country, we, too, have the art instinct, 
and it is a fact that many of Millet’s 
finest canvasses are now owned by 
Americans. These convases may event. 
ually find their way to museums, 
where the general public will then have 
the opportunity to study his methods 
and his art.

THE SCHOOL BONDS. . 

‘The Board of Education asks the 
City Council to call an élection to vote 
bonds to the amount of $418,500, for 
the purpose of building and furnishing 
new schoolhouses, and to build a new 
high school. Of this amount, $200,- 
000, or nearly one-half, is asked for 


the new high school building, site 
and furnishing. 
That there is need of increased 


school facilities is plainly shown by 
the statement that, notwithstanding 
the great amount of schoolhouse build- 
ing that has been done within the 
past few years, there are at present 
eighteen half-day schools maintained 
and a large number of buildings are 
otherwise in a very congested condi- 
tion. The number of census school 
children in Los Angeles has increased 
from 10,867 in 1889, to 26,958 in 1899. 

It is evident that more school ac- 
commodations are badly needed. In 
order to insure the voting of these 
bonds, and to save further delay, ° it 
would, however, be well for the City 
Council to segregate the high school 
bonds from the others, so that the 
yoters may express their opinion on 
each proposition separately. Other- 
wise, there is danger that the bonds, 
as a whole, may be defeated. 

As THe Times has mentioned on 
several occasions lately, there is* a 
strong feeling among a large propor- 
tion of our citizens that the public 
school system is becoming somewhat 
top heavy—that it is slipping away 
from the original ideas of those who 
founded the system, which were to 
furnish a plain, common sense, prac- 
tical education to the children of the 
country, so that they might be pre- 
pared to enter into the battle of life 
which all, except a favored few, in this 
country, must wage. A large majority 
of the people are of the opinion that 
too much money is being spent upon 
the luxuries of education. The high 
school is the most expensive depart- 

ent of the public school system. At 
the same time, its advantages can 
only be availed of by a small percent- 
age of the taxpayers. A great ma- 
jority of the young people have to go 
out into the world to aid in keeping 
the wolf, from the door before they 
reach the high school. * The parents 
of a great majority of those who at- 
tend the high school are well able to 
afford to pay for the teaching of 
botany and other interesting studies, 
which cannot be considered as neces- 
sary adjuncts of a plain education. 
Meantime, there is a crying démand 
for an extension of instruction “in 
manual training, among the younger 
children. 

This country is already ‘crowded 
with half-baked scholars, who have 
absorbed just enough of ornamental 
knowledge to prevent them from set- 
tling down to a useful, every-day oc- 
cupation. Working as waiters and 
street-car conductors, and even as 

pbmmon laborers, may be found young 
men who have a good smattering 
wer Latin and Greek, and the sciences. 

That the State should undertake to 
teach gratuitously the higher branches 
of education is a proposition which 
Many dispute, but in any case, the 
State, or the municipality, should cer- 
tainly not expend money upon the 
juxuries of education, until the neces- 
gities have been amply provided for.

IMMIGRATION INCREASING. 

The Commissioner-General of Im- 
migration, T. V. Powderly, expresses 
the opinion that more than 250,000 
immigrants will land in the United 
States during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1899. Immigration has been 
steadily increasing during the current 
year, as compared to last year, and 
there is every prospect that the in- 
crease will continue for some time to 
come. 

During the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1898, the total number of immi- 
grants arriving in the United States 
was a little over 229,000. In the pre- 
ceding year the number was over 230,- 
000. The indications are that this 
year, as above stated, the number will 
be increased to 250,000, at least.

States in a single year. But it is not 
so large a number, by many thous- | 
ands, as have arrived on our’ shores 
in preceding years. The accompany- 
ing table shows the number of immi- 
grants arriving in the United States 
each year, from 1820 to 1896 inclusive. 
It is compiled from official sources, 


and is therefore approximately  cor- 
rect. The table is extremely interest- 
ing as showing the fluctuations in the 
tide of immigration during the period 
covered. No record of immigration 
was kept by the government prior to 
1820, so the table herewith given covers 
practically the whole ground up to 
and including the year 1896. The 
figures for 1897, 1898, and 1899, ap- 
proximately, are given above, and 
they, in connection with the table, 
show the total immigration from for- 
eign countries to the United States, 
from the year in which the govern- 
ment began to keep a record, to the 
present time.

As a general proposition, when 
times are prosperous in the United 
States, immigration increases, and 
when we have “hard*+times” it de- 
creases. This was notably the case, 


as will be seen from the above table, 
during the stringency of 1894-95, when 
immigration fell off many thousands 
as compared to preceding years. The 
volume of immigration is a tolerably 
reliable barometer of the business of 
the country, although the decrease in 
immigration is not shown immediately 
upon the beginning of a period of de- 
pression. Thus, the depression which 
began in 1893 did not affect the volume 
of immigration until 1894-95. The 
immigrants who came to this country 
during that period of depression 
found decidedly “hard sledding,’’ and, 
as will be remembered, thousands re- 
turned disappointed ‘to’: the countries 
from which they came. So. serious a 
set-back did the immigration movement 
receive during that period that it has 
not yet recovered. The increase for 
the current year indicates that for- 
eigners are finding out that the United 
States is Again prosperous, and a 
steady increase in the volume of im- 
migration may therefore be expected 
so long as prosperous conditions con- 
tinue.

TO BE ANNEXED. 


INHABITANTS OF ST. KITTS TIRED 
OF BRITISH RULE, | 


People of Jamaica and Other British 
Possessions in the West Indies 
Have Similar Longings — The 
Reasons Are Piain. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) May 30.— 
{Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.] The abstract on the question 
of the political possibility and the in- 
dustrial and commercial desirability of 
the annexation of the British West 
Indies to the United States, is noth- 
ing new. As a matter of casual dis- 
cussion, at least, it has been on the 
cards since 1867, when Gen. Grant de- 
veloped the scheme for acquiring the 
Danish Islands. 

It, however, remained for the Ameri- 
con conquest of Cuba and Porto Rico 
to awaken the English colonists to a 
full realization of the outlook. The 
Americanization of those two islands 
presents a mysterious menace to the 
industrial and commercial prosperity 
of their British neighbors, and it is only 
natural that. the English colonists 
should have been attracted by Andrew 
Carnegie’s suggestion to exchange the 
British West Indies for the Philip- 
pines. 

As far back as August of last year, 
the question of securing annexation to 
the United States was mooted in Ja- 
maica. Nothing came of it, however. 
A plebiscite was suggested in planting 
circles, and the commercial community 
was not wanting in sympathy with the 
proposal. But on the other hand, the 
extreme antagonism of the colored 
Population was so marked that the au- 
nexationists remarked that it would 
be impossible. Consequéntly the mat- 
ter was speedily shelved. 

The continued industrial decadence of 
the islands under the unfair treatment 
of the mother country, and the grow- 
ing menace of Cuba and Porto Rico, 
has again brought the question into 
prominence. In this case it is the isl- 
and of St. Kitts that has taken the 
initiative and made some definite move. 
While Jamaica, on the principle of half 
a loaf being better than no bread, in- 
sists on securing commercial reci- 
procity with the United States, St. Kitts 
has come forward with a plebiscite 
asking for actual annexation. 

As might have. been expected, the 
West Indian newspapers, as a whole, 
being mostly in the hands of Col. 
Oredman, to whom the very word is 
obnoxious, have denounced the pleb- 
iscites and endeavored to obscure its 
significance. Under the circumstances, 
the St. ‘Kitts annexationists have is- 
sued a manifesto to the'sister colonies, 
setting forth their position and fur- 
nishing sevén reasons why the West 
Indies should seek admission into the 
United States. 

This manifesto, signed by the most 
prominent men in the island, has ex- 
cited attention, and prom- 
ises to bring the whole question to 
an acute stage. Following is the text 
of the resolutions on which the annex- 
ation movement is based: 
Finst—Because the persistent refusal 
of the British government, in epite of 
thirty years of agitation, petitions and 
appeals of various kinds, to do simple 
justice to them in the matter of sugar 
bounties, “has reduced the people to 
poverty and despair, and has released 
them from all claim to loyal and grate- 
ful allegiance to the mother country. 
Second—Because the expensive and 
extravagant administration maintained 
in the colonies against the will of the 
people entails heavy and oppressive 
taxation, which is entirely out of pro- 
portion to the slender and woefully re- 
duced means of the inhabitants. 
Third—Because the contiguity of the 
islands to the United States makes the 
latter country the “natural market” 
for their products, and as the bulk of 
the exports goes to the United States, 
it is only a question of time for the 
= of the imports to come from there 
also. 
Fourth—Because, in a very short 
time, the population of the United 
States will number 100,000,000, and as 
Americans are among the largest con- 
sumers of sugar in the world, incor- 
poration with the United States would 
guarantee the West Indies a perma- 
nent, remunerative market for their 
staple products, in which they would 
protection from unfair competi- 
tion. 

Fifth—The population of the United 
States is essentially English and un- 
der republican institutions full politi- 
cal liberty and equal rights of citizen- 
ship are the birthright of all, irrespec- 
tive of race, creed or class. 
Sixth—Because at any time the 
United States government may, by a 
change in its tariff law, discriminate 
against the West Indies, and there be- 
ing no other available market for the 
staple product in these islands, the 
people are liable to be reduced to star- 
vation at any moment. This precarious 
and absolute dependence on the grace 
of a foreign government is very unde- 
sirable, and should come to an end. 
Seventh—Because with an assured, 
protected market in the United States, 
and under the stimulus of American 
energy and American capital, industry 
would revive; trade generally. would 
improve the times to the remuneration 
of labor: the wholesale exodus of the 
cream of the population, which is now 
taking place, would be arrested: the 
cloud of poverty and depression which 
hangs like a pall over the island, 
would be lifted, and the people would 
be better off and more contented than 
they are under the hopeless and de- 
pressing conditions, as a result of the 
apathy of the British government, now 
existing.

UNSAFE TO DRINK MILK ° 


GOV. TANNER IS ALARMED ABOUT 


BOVINE TUBERCU LOSIS. 


He Thinks it is More General Than 
People Believe—He Will Recom- 
mend Stringent Means for 
Stamping Out the Disease. 


[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, June 6.—After the post- 
mortem examination of the tubercu- 
losis cows killed at the stock yards, 
Gov. Tanner said: , 

am convinced that tuberculosis 
has made a more general invasion of 
live stock than is generally believed, 
and I am confident that such condi- 
tions, if not remedied by proper laws 
and a liberal appropriation by the 
State, will have results more serious 
than the loss of cattle. 


_“T shall recommend at the next meet- — 


ing of the Legislature that the State 
Board of Stock Commissioners be given 
$50,000 with which to carry on the work 
of exterminating tuberculosis cattle. I 
also shall exert my influence in obtain- 
ing for the commissioners more au- 
thority. The appropriation for this 
work before was $5000. The commis- 
sioners asked for $20,000. I myself was 
instrumental in cutting down the sum 
required. Having seen conditions as 
they exist, I shall take a personal in- 
terest now in the matter and spare all 
necessary time to aid the board whose 
work, to say the least, is practically 
humanitarian. 

“My observations lead me to believe 
that it is unsafe to drink milk which 
is not known positively to be non-tu- 
berculosis. The cattle which I have 
seen slaughtered and dissected today, 
and which I saw were saturated with 
tuberculosis, not many days ago were 
furnishing milk to my family. 

“What is necessary is this: The 
live-stock commissioners must be given 
police power to enter any and all 
dairies for the purpose of testing the 
eattle with tuberculine tests. 
must confiscate to the State all cattle 
that show symptoms of tuberculous 
infection. They must also be allowed 
further money to remunerate the 
former owners of such confiscated cat- 
tle. The cattle then must be slaugh- 
tered and destroyed.”

Tele- 
graph this office promptly number each 
arm thus enlisted by you to Saturday 
nocn, 10th inst., and continue 8uch en- 
listments until further orders. 

[Signed] “WARD, Asst. Adjt.-Gen.”’ 

Lieut. Hunt States that this order 
indicates to him that the government 
w:ll rush more men to the Far East as 
rapidly as possible and soon compe! 
Aguinaldo to give up the ghost. He is 
inclined to the opinion that the War 
Department will exert every effort to 
subjugate the insurgents as speedily 
as possible,“and is anxious to aid in 
that determination by sending all the 
recruits he can get. 

The local recruiting office is located 
in room 219, Bullard Block, and was 
opened last December. The officer in 
charge states that from that time to 
the Ist inst. 148 men were enlisted and 
269 rejected. Applicants came in at a 
satisfactory rate until a month ago, 
since which time there have been few. 
Something of a revival is now looked

FOR MUTUAL PROTECTION. 


Walnut Growers’ Associations En- 
ter Into a Strong Compact. 


An_ important meeting of 


Browers was held yesterday in the as- 


sembly-room of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The session was of an executive 
nature, and lasted about all day. The 
seven walnut-growers’ asso¢iations of 
Southern California were. well repre- 
sented, and a permanent organization 
was effected, after which steps were 
taken looking to the mutual protection 
of growers in the various bodies. An 
agreement was formulated, discussed, 
adopted and signed, the purpose of 
which is to secure harmonious action 
on matters of aid to the growers. The 
compact provides that no walnuts shal) 
be consigned to any one, and that all 
sales shall be made upon the basis of 
f.o.b. prices in California, and that this 
shall be under the direct control of 
the Executive Committee. The follow- 
ing associations signed the compact: 
Fullerton, Los Nietos and Ranchito, 
Golden Belt, Santa Ana Valley, Saticoy, 
Mountain View and Santa Barbara. 
H. W. Judson is chairman and J. A. 
Montgomery secretary. 

The seven associations which have 
combined will control an output of 
about 400 carloads Of nuts this season, 
according’ to the secretary. The crop 
is said to be about equal to that of 
last year, but under the new arrange- 
ment growers as a whole expect to get 
more money for their product. © Last 
year some individual associations 
worked along the same lines, and 
they claim to have been benefited. 
Prices will be made by the combined 
associations in September, and the 
gathering of the nuts will commence 
a month later. 

The associations have instructed 
William Carothers of Fullerton, now 
making a tour of Europe, to look into 
the walnut industry there from every 
standpoint, and to make reports. to 
the associated growers. 


[RAILROAD KECORD.) . 


H. E. HUNTINGTON HERE. 


Street Railroad Improvements—To 
Reach the Grand Canyon. 

For a week or more, H. E. Hunting- 
ton has been in Southern California 
looking over the different interests of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad and of 
the Los Angeles Railroad, the street- 
car system. Mr. Huntington has made 
Los Angeles the center of his opera- 
tions, and has gone out to several 
points, including Redlands, Riverside 
and Pasadena. On Monday he went 
over to Santa Barbara, and returned 
here yesterday evening. 

The street-car system had most of 
the railroad man’s attention. The many 
improvements made of late are nearly 
complete. The two last large pleces 
are the double track on Pico street and 
the new line on Brooklyn avenue. These 
are both nearly finished. The Brook- 
lyn-avenue line will be closed up by 
the end of this week, but the streets 
will have to be put in order after the 
actual work on the road is done. It 
may be the end of June before this 
line is operated. 

For six months or more a great deal 
of work has been going on in improv- 
ing the system. It is a matter which 
interests a great many people, whether 
or not all work, or nearly all, is to be 
stopped. But that is a matter hard to 
find out. The railroad company is said 
not to have formed any very definite 
plans as to future work. There is 
much to be done. Many plans are un- 
der way, but they are not in any very 
definite shape. To look over the 
ground and get nearer to some con- 
clusion to govern fufure operations is 
main object of Mr. Huntington's 
visit. 

Dining cars are now operated be- 
tween Denver and Ogden over the 
Denver and Rio Grande and the Rio 
Grande Western roads. 

J. J. Byrne, general passenger agent 
of the Santa Fé, is home from a trip 
to the Grand Cafion of the Colorado. 
The cafion is becoming a place of 
great resort, and Mr. Byrne went in 
to study the best means of reaching it 
from the Santa Fé line. A road is being 
built up from Kingman to Chloride, 
which reaches nearly to the cafion. A 
second spur has just been begun from 
Williams, whose objective point is the 
cafion, seventy-five miles away. Mr. 
Byrne brings back the news that Su- 
perintendent Woodard of the Rands- 
burg Railroad is naw in New York to 
raise money for the purpose of build- 
ing a road up from Ash Fork to some 
point on the cafion.

Sycamore Grove Liquor License Re- 
voked—No Saloon to Be Estab- 
lished Near Macy-strect 
School. 


Alford Testifies in His Own Defen<e 
and Describes the Killing of 
Attorney Hunter, Who 
Aesaulted Him. 


‘Decision by Jndge Shaw That Puts 
a Stop to Street Opening Under 
the Vrooman Act. 


A special committee of the Board of 
Police Commissioners has been apD- 
pointed for the purpose of investigat- 
ing a case of alleged brutal treatment 
of a prisoner in the City Jail by a 


that after his arrest on a charge of 
drunkenness he had been assaulted by 
@ jail trusty with a bunch of jail keys 
and knocked down. 

The restaurant liquor license of S. E. 
Bisbee at Sycamore Grove was re- 
voked yesterday by the Board of Police 
Commissioners on petition from many 
residents of that vicinity, and because 
Bisbee admitted having sold _ liquor 
illegally. 

No saloon is to be established at 
Macy and Alameda streets. So many 
people protested against the granting 
of an application for a license there 
that the Police Commission could not 
consistently grant it, and therefore re- 
fused to transfer the license. 

Keepers of restaurants who sell 
liquor with meals and without a res- 
taurant liquor license are, to be ar- 
rested by the deputy license collectors, 
who are also special policemen. The 
Police Commission will look after the 
prosecution of those arrested. 

The city will probably donate some- 
thing toward the entertainment of 
visitors during the coming teachers’ 
convention. The amount of the appro- 
priation has not been decided upon. 

Argument in the Alford murder trial 
will commence in Department One of 
the Superior Court this forenoon. The 
taking of testimony was finished yes- 
terday, and it is probable that the case 
will go to the jury tomorrow after- 


noon. Alford told the jury yesterday 
how he had shot Attorney Jay E. 
Hunter. 


J. P. Goytino, the French editor, who 
has been so long entangled in forgery 
proceedings, preferred by two Basque 
yuan was discharged yester- 

ay. 

Carrie E. Bray was granted a di- 
vorce by Judge Shaw on the ground of 
cruelty and failure to provide. Her 
husband was Archie Bray. 

Two Mexicans were discharged by 
Justice James yesterday for lack of 
evidence to convict on a charge of at- 
tempting to commit arson. 

Judge Shaw yesterday rendered a 
decision in the case of Cal Byrne vs. 
the city, which virtually puts a stop to 
further opening of streets and alleys 
until an appeal can be taken. The 
court holds that while the action of 
Byrne in praying for an injunction to 
stay the sale of his property to open an 
alley, was not his proper course, the 
provisions of the city charter take pre- 
cedence over the Vrooman act by rea- 
son of the constitutional amendment of 
1895. and that. therefore, 
opening proceedings were void.

ASSAULTED IN JAIL 


ALLEGED BRUTALITY TO A PRIS- 
ONER BY A TRUSTY. 


— 


Investigation Ordered by the Police 
Commisvion — Sycamore Grove 
Liquor License Revoked—No Sa- 
loon to Be Opened Near Macy- 
street School, 


If the statements made to the Board 
of Police Commissioners by a man 
avho had been arrested for drunkenness 
Sunday are true, it would appear that 
the heavy bunch of keys used in the 
city prison is a favorite weapon for 
knocking down prisoners. Only a few 
months ago a policeman who had been 
acting as jailer was tried before the 
commission on a charge of striking 
a prisoner with these keys, which 
weigh several] pounds, but a conviction 
was impossible, as the evidence of the 
man alleged to have been abused could 
not be corroborated. This time, how- 
ever, the charge is that a trusty, in 
possession of the keys to the jail, used 
them on another prisoner such 
effect that his lip was cut open and 
he was otherwise severely bruised. A 
committee has been appointed and the 
matter will be investigated. 

Commissioner Goss called the atten- 
tion of the commission to the alleged 
outrage, saying that he had been called 
upon by a man who had told him the 
story, and he had told him to appear 
before the Police Commission and tell 
that body of the treatment he had re- 
ceived. A respectable looking work- 
ingman then stepped forward and said 
he was the man referred to. He gave 
his name as Austin Warwick and said 
he had worked for years at the Baker 
Iron Works. With reference to the at- 
tack upon him at the jail, he said he 
had been arrested last Sunday by Pa- 
trolman Phillips on a charge of intox- 
ication,.and had been sent to the Po- 
lice Station. He denied that he was 
drunk at the time, but admitted that 
he had taken several drinks. When 
he was locked up he was informed by 
friends that they would later deposit 
ball and secure his release. He was 
Placed in the “tank’’ inside the jail 
and jeft there for a time, A few min- 
utes after his arrest Evan Lewis de- 
posited bail for him, but although the 
money was received before 10 o’clock 
at night Warwick was not released 
until 5:30 o'clock the next morning. 
Some time later after his arrest he 
asked whether his bail had been de- 
posited and received a surly reply from 
the trusty who appeared to be in 
He 
repeated the question, when the trusty, 
whose name he does not know, at- 
tacked him with a large key, or sev- 
eral of them, which he was carrying, 
striking him in the mouth and lacer- 
ating his lips in*a most painful man- 
ner. Resistance was useless, and. he 
was unable to defend himself. What 
he wanted to know of the commission 
was whether trusties, are allowed to 
beat prisoners in that manner. Asked 
Whether he had not pleaded guilty 
to drunkenness in court, Warwick ad- 
mitted that he had, but explained that 


he thought by so doing he would be.

Of 
course, I know nothing about this case, 
for he did not come to me with it. I 
consider. him a quiet, peaceable man, 
and would believe any statement he 
might make.” 
DENIED THE APPLICATION. 

The people of the Eighth Ward, who 
reside in the vicinity of the Macy- 
Street ‘school, have won their fight 
against the establishment of a saloon 
at the corner of Macy and Alameda 
Streets. Some time ago Joe Barth ap- 
plied for a transfer of his saloon li- 
cense from No. 110 Alameda street to

the corner of Macy street. He was 
backed by a brewing company, which 
is supposed to wield much influence in 
such matters. The people of the ward 
and the school authorities of the city 


began a crusade against the proposed 


transfer, and, although the Chief of 
Police in his report to the commission 


did not cite any particular reason why 
trusty. Austin Warwick complained | 


the application should be denied, the 
work of the people against it’ caused 
the commission to consider the matter 
carefully. At the last meeting a large 
delegation appeared to protest against 
the saloon, and then the matter was 
taken under advisement. Yesterday 
another large party appeared before 
the commission and filed a protest con- 
taining the signatures of 374_residents 
of that part of the city. e board 
could not overlook such a protest, and 
by unanimous vote the application fot 
a transfer was denied. 
REVOKED THE LICENSE. 

As a result of the conviction of S. E. 
Bisbee and his barkeeper on a charge 
of selling liquor at Sycamore Grove on 
Sunday and in response to the earnest 
appeal of a number of prominent citi- 
zens who reside in that part of the 
city, the Police Commission yesterday 
revoked the restaurant liquor license 
at that place. The fight against this 
place by the reputable people of that 
part of the city has been a long one. 
Bisbee was arrested May 21 and upon 
conviction was fined $50. As soon as 
the arrest was made the people who 
objected to the drunken debauches 
that have characterized the place be- 
gan an effort to have the license re- 
voked. Several times people have ap 
peared before the commission urging 
@ revocation of the license, but until 
the courts had settled the cases the 
board refused to take action.  Yester- 
day the matter came up for ‘final hear- 
ing, and a delegation consisting of 
some of the best known people of the 
city appeared. Judge M. T. Allen had 
written a petition to the board which 
had been signed by the president and 
entire board of trustees of Occidental 
College and by twenty-six others. The 
petition contains the following: 

“This place is and long has been no- 
toriously _a disorderly nuisance and 
openly a resort for the worst elements 
of society. Drunkenness and disor- 
derly con@uct are openly carried cn 
days, nights and Sundays to the con- 
stant disturbance and annoyance cf 
all good citizens living near or passing 
by. It is not maintained es a restau- 
rant, never has been and is siinpliy a 
road-house and should be suppressed. 
Its true character has been known to 
the authorities for years, and repeatcd 
promises to protect the citizens against 
its bad influences have been whclly 
cisregarded.”’ 

Short speeches were made by Dr. 
McClurg, W. J. Washburn of _ the 
Board of Bducation and President WG. 
W. Wadsworth of Occidental Collere 
in support of the petition. Bishee re- 
plied several times, but he was made 
to admit that he had violated the law, 
but said he had been fined for that 
and the fine should be considered suffi- 
cient punishment. 

Commissioner Pascoe moved that the 
license be revoked because of Bisbee’s 
admission of illegal sales of liquor. 
The motion was adopted unanimously. 

The attention of the board was called 
to the fact that some of the smaller 
restaurants of the city have been sell- 
ing liquor without paying license for 
that privilege. The members. dis- 
cussed several suggestions as to the 
best way of putting a stop to this 
practice. It was finally decided to 
request the Tax and License Collector 
to direct his deputies, who are special 
policemen, to arrest all keepers of res- 
taurants who violate the law in this 
manner. 

The communication recently _ filed 
with reference to the alleged violation 
of the eight-hour law in the police de- 
partment was referred to the Chief. 

J. M. Baker was granted a leave of 
absence for ninety days from July 5.

B. W. Nettleton was granted a trans- 
fer to himself of the license of Fred 
Meyer’s saloon at No. 142 North Main 
street.

The secre- 
tary of the board was directed to write 
to the Los Angeles and the Traction 
railway companies asking that trans- 
portation be issued to three special of- 
ficers acting as guards of the chain 
gang. 

The -board will meet again at 2 
o’clock this afternoon for the purpose 
of discussing the police pension laws.

As a result of the able manner in 
which the committee of the National 
Educational Association presented be- 
fore the City Council Monday the pe- 
tition for a donation of $1000 to assist 
in the entertainment of visiting teach- 
ers next month, it now begins to look 
as if the Council would donate some- 
thing. It is admitted that a donation 
of the full amount asked for is not to 
be expected, and some of the mem- 
bers of the committee have said that 
they hardly expect as much as $1000. 
Several Councilmen were asked yester- 
day for an expression of opinion in 
the matter, and although they would 
not state positively what they ex- 
pected to do, it was evident that the 
argument of the committee made some 
impression. Two of the members were 
opposed to giving anything on the 
grounds that the city cannot now af- 
ford to spend money for that pur- 
pose, however important the coming 
gathering may be.

PLANTS FROM THE PHILIPPINES, 


Los Angeles Soldier's Present to the 
Park Department. 

John A. Wyatt of this city, who is 
now stationed at Cavite, near Ma- 
nila, has sent to the park department 
of the city a collection of seeds of 
some of the most interesting trees and 
flowering Plants which grow in the 
vicinity of the Philippine metropolis. 
Among them are seeds of a beautiful 
tree which béars fruit three or four 
inches long and one and one-half inches 
thick, with large and peculiar-shaped 
seeds which grow outside and on top 
of the fruit. The fruit tastes much 
like a crabapple, but the ---*- are 
said to be poisonous.

Another variety sent grows to 
a height of seventy or eighty feet, and 
makes a beautiful tree with a spreading 
top and bearing large, yellow  bell- 
shaped flowers. The seeds will be 
planted in Elysian Park in one of the 
cafions in which there is never any 
frost, and they will be carefully cared 
for. If they grow in this climate, 
when seeds are obtained from them 
they will be planted in other parks. 

In the letter which accompanies the 
gift, Mr. Wyatt says he will continue 
to make such collections of seeds as 
he thinks will interest the department 
‘and add to the beauty of the parks. 
He gives a brief description of the 
flora of that country, which he de- 
scribes as beautiful in places. At the 
next session of the Board of Park 
Commissioners he will be officially 
thanked by the department. 


DEATHS DURING MAY, 


-- -—— 


Health Department Shows. 


The report of the health department 
for the month of May was completed 
yesterday. It shows that during that 
months 145 deaths occurred in this 
city, which is equal to an annual rate 
of 16.89 for each 1000 population. The 
causes of death were as (follows: 
Specific infectious diseases, 25: dis- 
eases of the respiratory system; 35; 
diseases of the nervous system, 5; dis- 
eases of the digestive system, 22: 
diseases of the circulatory system, 
blood and ductless glands, 13: diseases 
of the genito-urinary organs, 8: con- 
stitutional diseases, 15; intoxications, 
violence and accidents, 8; miscellaneous 
diseases, 15. Of the total 145, 77 were 
males and 68 females; 24 were under 
1 year of age; 7 from 1 to 5 years; 18 
between 5 and 20 years; 36 between 20 
and 45; 27 between 45 and 65 years and 
33 over 65. Twenty-nine were natives 
of Los Angeles, 16 of other Pacific 
Coast States, 68 of other States, and 32 
were foreign born. Of the 20 who 
died of consumption, only 1 was a 
native of this city, and of the remain- 
ing 19, those who had lived here 
less than ten years, numbered 14. 

During the month 77 cases of con- 
tagious diseases were reported; diph- 
theria, 19; “scarlet fever, 1; typhoid 
fever, 11; measles, 42; smallpox, 4. 
No deaths from the latter disease oc- 
curred during the month. 

The births during the month num- 
bered 94, of whom 51 were males and 
43 females. 


DOUBLY OPPOSED. 
Proposed Anti-Scalping Ordinance 
to Be Vogorously Contested. 

One of the most vigorous contests 
against the adoption of any measure 
that has been presented in the City 
Council in months is certain when 
the Council comes to consider the 
proposed ordinance in which it is in- 
tended to shut out all railroad and 
steamship ticket scalpers from doing 
business in this city. The ordinance 
was presented by Chairman [Foothe 
of the Committee on Railways and 
Excursions, of the National Educa- 
tional Association, who urges its 
adoption in order that it would be 
possible to obtain greater concessions 
from the railroads during the con- 
vention. The ordinance would make 
it unlawful for any person to sell 
railway or steamship tickets at any 
other place than in the office of a 
railroad or steamship company, ex- 
ception being made of street-railway 

tickets. 

Nearly all the ticket brokers in the 
city called.at the City Hall yesterday 
to see the members of the Council and 
express their opinion of the measure. 
They assert that they had already en- 
gaged counsel to oppose the ordinance 
and that if it is adopted they propose 
to take the matter into the courts. 
They contend that the proposed meas- 
ure is unconstitutional. Some Coun- 
cilmen~ are as much opposed to the 
méasure as the brokers. One of them 
declared yesterday that in his opinion 
the railroads were simply trying to 
use the National Educational Asso- 
ciation committee here as a lever to 
gain something which they could not 
possibly secure otherwise. This mem- 
ber expressed a willingness to vote 
for such a measure if it could apply 
only to the time of the teachers’ con- 
vention, but to make it a permanent 
ordinance, he would not consent. The 
City Attorney_has not given an opin- 
jon as to the legality of the proposed 
measure.

EVIDENCE ALL IN. 


ARGUMENT IN ALFORD. MURDER 
TRIAL WILL BEGIN TODAY. 


Defendant Tells the Jury How He 
Shot Attorney Jay Hunter, 
and the Recital is Listened to by 
a Large Crowd of Spectators. 


Arguments in the Alford murder trial 
will be heard before Judge Smith and 
a jury in Department One of the Su- 
perior Court today. The defense fin- 
ished its testimony yesterday, and 
when court adjourned after the after- 
noon session, all the rebuttal evidence 
had been given. A large crowd at- 
tended the trial at both sessions, and 
much interest was taken in Alford’s 
recital of the manner of his shooting 
Jay EB. Hunter. Asst.-Dist Atty. 
Jones will open for the prose- 
cution and will be followed by Attor- 
neys Rogers and Harris, in the order 
named, on behalf of the defendant. Ex- 
Senator White will close for the prose- 
cution. 


Dr. Clare E. Murphy was the first 
witness called for the defense at the 
opening of court in the forenoon. The 
witness stated that he was an instruc- 
tor in the Southern California Medical 
College, and testified as to the floating 
character of the vermiform apjpendix. 
Dr. E. M. Pallette, also an in: 
structor in the same _ institution, 
gave similar testimony and added some 
as to the flexations of the body with 
the flexing at the hip joints. On cross 
examination the witness said that he 
was 25 years old and had. been prac- 
ticing his profession for a little over a 
year. 

Frank J. Cooper, who was sitting in 
Judge Pope's office at the time of the 
shooting of Hunter, testified that he 
had jumped from his chair at the first 
shot with the exclamation: “Gosh! 
Judge, that sounds like a pistol shot.” 
He did. not think there was any par- 
ticular interval between’ any of the 
four shots. 

Mrs. Hulda Alford, wife of the de- 
fenddnt, testified that they had been 
married eleven years and had four 
children. Mr. White objected to ques- 
tions as to the age of the children, 
and was sustained. The witness said 
she had advised her husband to carry 
a revolver, and that he had been in 
the habit of being constantly armed 
since their marriage. She also stated 
that her husband was weak physically. 
On cross examination Mr. White 
showed Mrs. Alford the revolver that 
her husband had used in shooting Mr. 
Hunter, but the woman could not iden- 
tify it as her husband's property. She 
was asked many questions relative to 
the revolver, and the substance of her 
testimony was that she thought that 
Alford had carried the same weapon 
ever since their marriage, and fhat it 
looked like the one in evidence. 

Frank P. Snow, from whom Alford 
secured the note against Hunter, and 
who had been a witness for the prose- 
cution, was also called on behalf of the 
defendant. When Mr. Rogers asked 
the witness how the note originated, 
Mr. White objected. 

Judge Smith overruled Mr. White's 
objection, and the witness said that he 
had given the note to Alford in return 
for a debt of $100, contracted through 
the purchase of a lot at Johannesburg. 
Alford, witness said, had made the 
statement that the note was good when 
witrress secured it from Hunter, and 
for this reason witness had given it to 
the defendant in payment for the lot. 

On cross-examination Mr. Snow was 
considerably tangled by the questioning 
of Mr. White. First he said he did 
not have a deed for the lot, and then 
he said that document had been turned 
over to Hunter to filed. Later he ad- 
mitted that the alléged deed was really 
in the form of a bond or surety for the 
possession of the lot, and was given to 
him by the Randsburg Land and Water 
Company. The assignment of the note 
was made, he said, to Alford in the 
early part of 1898, although he could 
not remember the date. 

' ‘Many character witnesses were in- 
troduced at the forenoon session, all 
of whom testified to the good reputa- 
tion of the defendant. After several 
had testified to substantially the same 
reputation, the court instructed Mr. 
Rogers to desist from introducing any 
more witnesses as to character, saying 
that the number was already sufficient. 

Among the character witnesses were 

L. Lewellyn of the firm of’ Lewellyn 
Bros., for which Alford has worked 
on several occasions; James P. McAl- 
lister, also a former employer of* the 
defendant; Peter Kehl, who knew Al- 
ford at Chattanooga, and who fur- 
nished his bail bond to the extent of 
$8000, in United States bonds. On 
cross-examination Mr. Kehl denied 
having ever heard of a shooting scrape 
in which the defendant was an actor, 
prior to the one which resulted in 
Hunter’s death, although in his ques- 
tions Mr. White referred to one at 
Manville, and another at Johannes- 
burg. 
Richard Livingston of the Keystone 
Iron Works, where Alford was eén- 
gaged up to the time of the opening 
of the present trial, and Samuel Thies, 
a machinist, also testified to the ex- 
emplary character of the defendant, as 
did also Frank S. Livifhgston, William 
Mann, W. W. Wood, W. S. Mundy and 
W. H. Isgrigg. 

T. P. Francis testified to hearing a 
conversation in the witness-room sev- 
eral days ago between W. 8S. Mundy 
and Attorney Stephenson, in which the 
latter is said to have denied that Al- 
ford offered any resistance when the 
revolver was taken from him in the 
Stimson Block by Mr. Stephenson. This 
was directly contradictory to the state- 
ment made on the stand by Mr. Steph- 
enson, but in support of*one made by 
Mr. Mundy. Alec Livingston, who 
worked with the defendant at the Key- 
stone Iron Works, said that Alford was 
weak physically and unable t¢ do any 
heavy work, such as lifting.~ F. A. 
Pattee, business manager of the Land 
of Sunshine Magazine, told the jury of 
hearing the shots fired by Alford, and 
said they came at regular intervals, 
there appearing to be no difference in 
the length of time between the respec- 
tive shots. F. J. Crank, who was In 
the office of the City Directory Com- 
pany, room No, 415, of the Stimson 
Block, at the time of the shooting, tes- 
tified along the same line, but in his 
opinion there was a greater interval 
between the third and fourth shots 
than between any of the others. ) 

William H. Alford the defendant, was 
session. In 
answer to questions from Attorney 
Rogers, the defendant stated that he 
was 34 years old and had been in Cali- 
fornia three years,*having come here 
from Chattanooga, Tenn.’ He was a 
native of Canada and had resided in 
this country seventeen years. He tes- 
tified as to his height and weight at 
the time of the shooting of Hunter, 
and said that he had suffered eleven 
years from a rupture, which incapacli- 
tated him for lifting or other great 
physical exertion. The defendant first 
met Hunter in the summer of 1897, 
and Hunter after that acted at attor- 

ey in several cases in which either Al- 
ord or his wife was concerned. In 
answer to a question as to how he: 
acquired the note from Hunter, Alford 
said that he had sold a lot to Frank 
Snow for $100 and took Hunter’s note 
for $102 in payent for it, he having pre- 
viously told Snow that Hunter’s note 
was good. Hunter, the witness said,’ 
asked him to vouch for his note to 
Snow at the time he gave the note. 
The lot in question’ was in Johannes- 
burg, and Snow disposed of it to Hun- 


ter, who sold it for $300. Hunter se- 
his pay forthe. 
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1899, but although requested for money 
at that time, refused to pay any of 
Alford’s claim. The suit which Al- 
ford brought against Hunter to secure 
the payment of the note was brought 
without an attorney for the complain- 
ant, Deputy Constable Brakeshuler 
taking charge of the action on behalf 
of Alford. The defendant then told of 
giving Hunter an extension of time for 
sixty days on the payment of $6, and 
that later he offered to. settle 
claim by letting Hunter pay it in 
monthly installments of $5 or $10. 
Alford then told of inserting an ad- 
vertisement in one of the local daily 
papers, in which’ the claim agains! 
Hunter was offered for sale, and of 
having had printed the little circulars 
advertising the claim for sale, a copy 


of which circular was given to Hunter | 
immediately prior to the shooting. Al- 


ford said at the time of inserting the 
advertisement and having the circular 
printed he understood that Hunter 
was fully able to pay the claim and 
that through these means he thought 
he could shame the attorney into mak- 
ing a settlement. x 

Alford said he had no intention of 
assaulting Hunter or of doing him any 
bodily injury when he went to the 
Stimson Block. He met the attorney 
just as he was turning from the long 
hall into the small corridor leading to 
Hunter’s office and just as Hunter ‘®as 


turning from the corridor into 
the hall. Hunter had his  over- 
coajt over his left arm and 
held his cane grasped half way 


down the stick in his left hand. Wit- 
ness saluted the attorney and said: “I 
have something here to show you,” at 
the same time drawing the printed cir- 
cular from hispocket. Hunter, he said, 
took the circular in his right hand at 
the same time saying that Alford could 
show him nothing in which he would 
be interested. Hunter continued to- 
ward the long hall until Alford was 
between the attorney and the door 
leading from UHunter’s office. After 
reading the circular, Alford says Hun- 
ter called him a vile name, and drop- 
ping the circular and his overcoat on 
the floor, seized the small end of the 
cane with his right hand and dealt the 
defendant a blow on the head. 

At this point Alford descended from 
the witness chair, and with a pointer 
in his hand demonstrated to the jury 
the manner in which Hunter had at- 
tacked him. As the attorney raised his 
cane for the blow, Alford says, he 
started back toward the door of Hun- 
ter’s office, but the cane struck him on 
the head and he fell to the floor. As 
he fell he drew his revolver and com- 
menced shooting at Hunter, while the 
latter made several attempts to strike 
Alford again. Alford identified Hun- 
ter’s cane as the one used in the affray, 
and denied that he had made an at- 
tempt to draw his revolver until Hun- 
ter had knocked him down. He did 
not take aim, he said, but fired at ran- 
dom, in the mean time  squirmin 
about on the floor of the hall dodging 
the blows which Hunter aimed at him 
with the cane. The defendant could 
not say exactly how many shots he 
fired, as he was excited at the time, 
but he knew it was two or more, and 
that all of them were ffred from the 
floor. 

“After I got up,” @ continued, “the 
first man I saw was in the doorway to 
a room. I held my left hana in front 


of my face to keep the blood from. 


dripping on the office carpet and 
handed the gun to him with my right 
hand, saying, ‘I give up’.”’ 
witness said he learned the man was 
Attorney Stephenson. Just as he 
handed the revolver to Stephenson he 
fell to his knees and was dealt another 
blow on the head from behind: He 
did not know what it was that struck 
him, but said it felt like a flat board. 
He was faint’ for a minute or two, he 
said, and then went out into the hall 
and started toward the elevator, when 
he was met by a man who placed a 
hand on either of his shoulders and 
led him to the office of the City Direc- 
tory Company. 

“Things all got black for a while 
there,” the witness said, “and after 
that the patrol wagon took me to the 
hospital, where I wts treated by Dr. 
Hagan.” The witness denied that he 
had put the pistol in his pocket be- 
cause he was. going to see Hunter, 
but said that he had been carrying it 
for four days, continually, and that he 
had been in the habit of carrying a re- 
volver for eleven years. Alford said 
he got out of employment on the Tues- 
day prior to the shooting on Saturday, 
and assigned the judgment to his wife, 
because he expected to go to the desert 
in a short time, and wanted his affairs 
settled up before he departed. 

On cross-examination Alford said 
that he asked Hunter, as he gave him 
the circular, if there was not some way 
in which the matter could be settled up 
without his posting the circulars, and 
said he offered to accept installments 
on the debt of $5 or $10 per month. 
Mr. Jones then asked the witness rela- 
tive to statements made to reporters 
the evening of the shooting, but Alford 
said that he had been misquoted in 
some respects. There was some legal 
controversy over permitting Mr. Jones 
to read extracts from newspapers. Dur- 
ing the cross examination the deféend- 
ant got down on the floor in front of 
the jury and demonstrated the position 
in which he lay while shooting at Hun- 
ter. 

Harry 8. Johnson, clerk to the Chief 


of Police, was the last witness called 


for the defense. He testified that he 
had gone to the California Hospital the 
morning of February 19 to secure a 
dying statement, but could not get it 
because Hunter did not wish to make 
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son said that he had not seen Hunter, 
but took the word of Dr. Pierce, who 
said that Hunter would not make 
statement. This admission caused the 
testimony to be stricken out on the 
ground that it was hearsay. 

P. J. Kennedy was recalled for fur- 
ther examination by the prosecution, 
after which the rebuttal evidence com- 
menced. Five witnesses were called 
by the prosecution to testify to the 
good reputation of Mr. Hunter. They 
were Attorney Shirley C. Ward, J. 
Shanklin, Gratz K. Brown, Thomas A. 
Lewis and J. W. Swanwick. 

Then six witnesses were called to 
impeach the honesty, integrity and 
truthfulness of former County Jailor 
P. J. Kennedy, who had testified for 
the defense. They were C. B. Mahone, 
Cc. G. Kellogg, J. H. Barnhill, W. H. 
Cline, Ira P. Huntington and Guy 
Woodward. All save one of them had 
been either Deputy Sheriffs or turn- 
keys while Kennedy was Jailor, and 
most of them admitted that they had 
attempted to oust Kennedy from his 
position or had been discharged or 
compelled to resign on his account. 

Assistant District Attorney Jones 
took the stand to deny having heard 
Judge Winder make a statement to the 
effect that Hunter had said the first 
bullet fired by Alford did not strike 
him,+ which had been testified to by 
two of the attorneys for the defense. 
Character witnesses were then called 
to testify to the reputation of Alford. 
and Ernest Baumart, F. N. Townsend 
and Walter F. Blake all said his repu- 
tation had been bad at Mescal, during 
the two months of his residence there. 
Mr. Jones desired to have a bench war- 
rant issued for a reporter who had 
interviewed Alford just after’ the 
shooting, but the court ruled that his | 
testimony would be irrelevant and that 
he could not take the stand if present. 
The prosecution rested its case, and 
the defense called six character. wit- 
nesses to bolster up the assailed repu- 
tation of their witness, P. J. Kennedy. 
They were Attorney W. R. Bacon, Su- 
pervisor E. 8S. Field, Judge D. K. 
Trask, who said he did not know the 
reputation of Kennedy, JI. R. New- 
berry, who said he was interested in 
the case of the defense to the extent 
of $50, County Clerk Bell and ex-Con- 
gressman McLachlan. 


A HECTORING HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Carrie E. Bray Granted a Di- 
vorce from Her Cruel Spouse. 


Judge Shaw yesterday granted Car- 
rie E. Bray a divorce from Archie 
Bray on the ground of cruelty and 
failure to provide. The couple were 
wedded in 1893, and there are three 
sons, by the marriage. By order of 
the court little Nathan Bray and Archie 
B. Bray are to remain in the custody 
of the father, and Al Curren Bray is 
to live with the mother, who is with- 
out means and dependent upon the 
charity of her parents and sister for 
support. 

Soon after their marriage, Mrs. 
Bray discovered for the first time 
that her husband was subject and 
vielded to violent fits of anger and 
passion, and very often gave vent to 
his feelings in her presence and upon 
her person, calling her vile names and 
roughly using her. She testified yes- 
terday that Mr. Bray had always been 
brutal, malignant and of petty dis- 
position about the house, and that he 
found so much fault and was so dis- 
posed to annoy her that he rendered 
her life miserable and made the per- 
formance of her duties almost unbear- 
able. 

Mrs. Bray testified that he had a 
fondness for grabbing her by the 
throat and scratching her face while 
he held her helpless. ; 

In May, 1894, the family lived in 
Chino, where one night a quarrel 
arose after husband and wife retired, 
and he cruelly kicked her out of bed 
and injured her severely. Suit was 
brought in the justice’s court of that 
place, and Bray was fined $100 for his 
donkey proclivities toward his wife. 
Afterward they removed to this city 
and his cruelties continued. Mrs. Bray 
refused one morning to get up and 
build the fire, when ordered by her 
domineering husband to do so; and 
again he registered a kick that landed 
her in the middle of the floor. This 
happened last November, and since 
that time Mrs. Bray has not been liv- 
ing with her husband. During the last 
year of their married life, he would 
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compelling her to sleep on a bed of 
slats but scantily provided with any 
kind of bedding. Bray al- 
ways been at work, his wife says, and 
for the year prior to last November 
was employed at $60 per month. 

Bray evidently did not care to hear 
the story his wife was compelled to 
tell the court yesterday, and failed to 
put in an appearance. 


STREET OPENINGS STOPPED, 


Important Decision in a Suit Against 
the City. 

As aresult of a decision rendered yes- 
terday by Judge Shaw im the Superior 
Court in the case of Callaghan Byrne et 
al. against John H. Drain, Superintend- 
ent of Streets, and the city of Los An- 
geles, all proceedings for the opening 
and widening of streets and alleys in 
the city will be stopped until such a 
time as it is possible to secure a de- 
cision by the Supreme Court on the 
points involved in the case. The 
action in which the decision was ren- 
déred had its origin in the efforts of 
the city to open an alley from Fifth to 
Sixth streets between Broadway and 
Hill streets. The plaintiff is the owner 
of certain realty in the path of the 
proposed alley, and he objected to an 
assessment made against his property 
by the commissioners appointed to fix 
such assessments. He with others pro- 
tested against the confirmation of the 
report of the commissioners, but the 
Council denied the protest. Byrne re- 
fused to pay the assessment, and the 
Street Superintendent, as required by 
law, was preparing to sell the property 
for the assessment, when Byrne insti- 
tuted injunction. proceedings to stop 
the sale. A temporary restraining order 
was issued by Judge Shaw. When the 
case was heard the city filed a de- 
murrer to the complaint, in which it 
held that the remedy sought by plain- 
tiff could not be secured properly by 
injunction, and it was upon this that 
the court decided yesterday. The city’s 
demurrer was sustained with leave to 
amend, but, although this was really a 
victory for the city, it was won in such 
@ manner that the benefits of it will 
accrue only to the plaintiff, and it is 
quite likely that further proceedings on 
his part will not be taken. 

There were a number of points at is- 
sue in the case, but the main point was 
whether the city should now operate in 
street matters under the general street 
law of the State under the pro- 
visions of the city charter. The 
charter was adopted and became ef- 
fective about six weeks prior to the 
general street law, which is known as 
the act of March 6, 1889, and the char- 
ter provided as to the manner of open- 
ing, widening and improving streets. 
The later law, however, took prece- 
dence over the charter by providing 
that all street work must be done under 
its provisions, although it did not in 
terms repeal the street provisions of 
the charter. In 1895 the Constitution 
was amended in such a manner as to 
provide that in all matters, except af- 
fairs of municipalities otherwise pro- 
vided for, the general law of the State 
should prevail. It was upon this point 
that the plaintiff based his suit. Platn- 
tiff contended that the amendment to 
the Constitution caused the revival of 
the charter provisions for all street 
work, and in so far as it applied to 
this city it vitiated the street law, 
which, however, might be effective 
elsewhere. On the other hand, the city 
contended that the city was properly 
proceeding in its street work under the 
act of 1889. The court virtually sus- 
tains the plaintiff's contention, and un- 
til the Supreme Court passes upon the 
question it is doubtful if the city can 
legally order street work under the 
street law. 

City Attorney Haas, in response to 
a request for an explanation of the ef- 
fect of the decision said yesterday aft- 
ernoon: 

“The effect of this decision will be 
to stop temporarily all street opening 
proceedings until the city can get a 
decision on the points involved grom 
the Supreme Court. It will, be impos- 
sible to carry this case before that

laws affecting municipal affaires and 
that the charter having been adopted 
before the act of March 6, 1889, the lat- 
ter act, as the Constitution stood up 
to 1895, merely suspended the opera- 
tion of the charter provisions but did 
not repeal them. It would be unsafe, 
however, for the city to proceed under 
the charter until a decision of the Su- 
preme Court is made determining this 
point. There are several similar cases 
now pending in the Superior Court, 
one of which the city will unquestion- 
ably carry to the Supreme Court with 
@ view to obtaining an early determi- 
nation. 

“For the present there can be no 
collection of assessments for street or 
alley openings. Those persons who 
have paid assessments cannot recover 
the amounts nor can they secure a 
return of property taken for openings 
of streets and alleys which have been 
completed. The proceedings which are 
pending will be simply held up until 
a decision is rendered.” 

Several members of the Council ex- 
pressed the opinion that it might be a 
‘year or more before anything can be 
done in the way of.opening streets or 
alleys. If the decision is upheld by 
the court of last resort the city will 
have to change its method of street 
* opening to, conform to the provisions 
of the city charter. 


GOYTINO DISCHARGED. 


Allegations of Forgery Against the 
French Editor not Sustained. 

J. P. Goytino, the French editor, 
against whom have been pending for 
many weeks past two charges of forg- 
ery, was ordered discharged by Justice 
James yesterday morning. The case 
had been under advisement for some 
time. 

The complaining witnesses were Jean 
Biscay, a Basque, and another man of 
the same race, who did their banking 
under. Goytino’s supervision, and ac- 
cused him of drawing out their money. 
He, however, claimed to have power of 
attorney tO draw money for both. The 
examination was a very long-drawn-out 
affair, because proceedings were 
greatly complicated by the dense ig- 
norance of the Basques, who were 
finally unable to explain the conditions 
of the alleged forgery in a satisfactory 
Manner.

CHARGES OF ARSON. 


Robert Kohlman Says Two Mexicans 
Tried to Burn His House. 

Rafael Verdugo and another Mexi- 
ean, Pinoche, .were given a prelimi- 
nary examination before Justice James 
fn the Township Court yesterday fore- 
noon, charged with attempting to com- 
mit arson. The complaining witness 
was Robert Kohliman of Tropico, a 
@aloon-keeper on the San Fernando 
road. He testified that on the night of 
May 13 the Mexicans, with whom some 
days prior he had had serious trouble, 
came to his place of business and de- 
manded admittance. He locked up the 
saloon, he said, blew out the lights and 
waited to see what the terrible Mexi- 
cans were going to do. To his great 
dismay they started a fire on his front 
porch with kerosene and waste paper. 
He yelled fire and his wife ran from 
the rear of the building and put out 
the blaze with her night robe. 

Such was Kohliman’s story, but his 
wife told a different tale, and their 
hired girl glibly narrated still an- 
other. The inconsistencies of the tes- 
ftimony were so glaring that a motion 
to dismiss the case was not even ob- 
jected to by the prosecution, and was 
readily granted. 

Attorney Horace Appel for the de- 
fense had thoroughly investigated the 

remises a day or so after the alleged 

re, and In his sworn statement to the 
court averred he could find no trace of 
nor anything that corroborated 

e coal-oil features of Kohlman’s 
complaint. While on the stand yester- 
day, Mrs. Kohlman was asked some 
questions in regard to certain past 
transactions of her’s that are thought 
to be rather shady, when she suddenly 
flew into a rage and told Mr. Appel in 
vigorous German dialect that such was 
her own private business, and had 
nothing to do with the case, tra la, and 
if he didn’t stop asking her such awful 
questions she would have him arrested. 
The point was well taken, the court 
smiled, Deputy District Attorney Mc- 
Comas winked a knowing wink, and 
Mre. Kohlman sat in radiance, shoot- 
ing dire glances at her tormentors. 

Some weeks before the arson epi- 
sode, the Mexicans had worsted the 
Kohlmans in some sort of a row, and 
the charges of arson have the appear- 
ance of retaliation.

These witnesses were in the employ 
of the police to collect evidence against 
cigar-dealers who violated the slot- 
machine ordinance.-No other testimony 
was introduced for the prosecution, 
and at the close of their evidence the 
defense made a motion to dismiss, 
which was denied. Max Cohen, a 
brother of the defendant, admitted all 
the facts alleged, but said that each 
check sold was good for one 5-cent 
cigar, and that if customers desired to 
play their checks into the machine ana 
take chances on winning higher-priced 
cigars, they were allowed to do so. 

At 5 o’clock last night the evidence 
had all been submitted, and on the 
opening of court this morning the at- 
torneys will make. their arguments to 
the jury. 

As there are about twenty prosecu- 
tions under the ordinance, and the de- 
fendant in each case has demanded a 
jury trial, it looks as though the police 
judges will have a monotonous ex- 
perience during the next month. 


INDIAN MURDER TRIAL. 


Jose Guecheno Accused of Killing 
Another Red Man. 

The trial of José Guecheno, an In- 
dian charged with manslaughter, was 
opened yesterday in the United States 
District Court. Guecheno is accused 
of having kilied Manuel Lugo, another 
redskin, by striking him on the head 
with a stone. The trouble occurred on 
the Indian reservation in San Dtego 
county, according to the evidence in- 
troduced yesterday, the only weap- 
ons used in the combat were rocks, 
which the agile red men gathered up 
and hurled at each other with more or 
less effect. Stones were used after 
an interchange of words, which did 
not hit hard enough to do damage. 
With stones as missiles Guecheno was 
evidently the better marksman, for his 
opponent went down with a cracked 
head and never revived. 

The defendant did not deny the kill- 
ing, but availed himself of the privi- 
lege granted under the law of the 
pale face, to plead séif-defense,

EASTERN CANNED FRUIT MAR- 
KET. The American Packer says of 
the market for canned fruits, future 
delivery: 

New strawherries are being offered 
at 60 cents for 2 pound. standard. 
There is light demand for gooseberries 
at 50 cents. It is said that the pack- 
ers will jump 5 cefits within the next 
week, as the gooseberry crop promises 
to be light. Pineapples promise to 
take a drop within the next week. 
Good raw stock is high, bringing from 
$7.00 to $8.00 per 100. With the arrival 
of additional vessels, the price of raw 
stock must drop. The season promises 
to be very large. ; 

PENNSYLVANIA PEACH CROP. 
A dispatch from Harrisburg, Pa., says: 
Peaches will command a fancy price 
this summer. Reports received by the 
Pennsylvania section of the depart- 
ment of agricuiture show that there 
will be practically no such thing as 2 
crop in this State, and prospects for 
States 
have disheartened growers generally. 
The deficiency is attributed to the 
backward springs and the dry _ spell. 
Reports received from various coun- 
ties of this State are as follows: Brad- 
ford, failure; Butler, killed, no bloom; 
Chester, none; Cumberland, very few; 
Dauphin, failure: Huntingdon, total 
failure, many killed; Indiana, no blos- 
so0ms; Lancaster, very few, suffered 
severely; Lebanon, no prospect; Ly- 
coming, many trees dead: Mercer, 
killed; Miffin, no bloom; Northampton, 
partial failure, badly damaged; York, 
no bloom, very short crop; Warren, 
none; Wyoming, no bloom; Beaver, to- 
tal failure; Bedford, no blossoms. 


NOW THE TRUTH COMES. Twice 
this department has commented on 
eastern reports to the effect that Cali- 
fornia canned fruit for future de- 
livery was selling below last year’s 
prices. The American Grocer. says: 
“There has been a very large trade in 
California fruit for next _season’s de- 
livery, but at this writing most rep- 
resentatives have withdrawn their 
prices, which is taken here as an in- 
dication that the California canners 
will combine. Other parties do. not 
take any stock in there being a com- 
bination formed among Pacific Coast 
interests.”’ 

It needs no combination to put prices 


higher than last year’s. The cost of 
trees and fruit does this.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


PHILIPPINE RAILROADS. It has 
often been suggested that the building 
of railroads through the Philippines 
would greatly facilitate their devel- 
opment, says Samuel B. Belford in the 
Review of Reviews. As applied to 
Luzon alone the suggestion is true. 
If a railroad should be built from the 
north and south of Luzon into and 
from Manila it would double the pop- 
ulation of that city and increase its 
export trade to a paying extent. It 
would have a still greater influence in 
the pacification and civilization of the 
people. They would become familiar- 
ized with one another and with our- 
selves. It would accustom them to the 
spread of modern ideas and result in 
a more general diffusion of knowledge. 
Spheres of foreign influence in China 
are scarcely more than lines of rail- 
road building and proposed. The peo- 
ple of the Philippines are divided into 
tribes, knowing little of one another 
and usually living in a state of armed 
neutrality. Under the Spanish ré- 
gime the northern islanders were sent 
to southern garrisons, while the south- 
ern tribes were impressed into serv- 
ice in the north. The immediate effect 
of a trans-insular railroad would be 
to lessen the feeling of tribal hostil- 
ity and avoid the ever-present danger 
of internal warfare. The other islands 
are too small for the introduction of 
railroads. 


LOCAL PRODUCE lARKETS. 


LOS ANGELES MARKETS, 
LOS ANGELES, June 6, 1899. 

Receipts of poultry were a little larger yes- 
terday than for some days previously. Nearly 
all came from close by the city. The larger 
part of what comes in are youngsters, some 
too small for use, and few ranking larger 
than the broiler class. These are weak. 

Eges are decidedly steady at 16% cents flat 
for anything merchantable. 

Butter is also firm. Merchants looked for 
the loca! association to put prices for gilt- 
edge creamery to 45 cents at the afternoon 
meeting, and this is what did take place. 

Potatoes are firm. Some Chinamen claimed 
higher prices yesterday, in a few cases de- 
manding as high as $2 for round lots. 

Beans are dull and rather weakigh again for 
most kinds. Outside prices are hard to get. 
The San Francisco market is the controling 
influence. 

Receipts of fresh fruit were more liberal. 
It is now decidedly misleading to report how 
many boxes came by express as a complete 
report, so many come by freight. One house 
had 1000 boxes of all kinds in one way or 
another on Monday. Peaches are in exces- 
sive supply, and some—of them very poor. 
These fared badly. Prices were 50 to 75 cents 
per box from first fands. Apricots were in 
pretty liberal supply and sold at Tic to $1, 
plums at the same range. There weré a fair 
amount of currants in, and they brought 40 
to 60 cents, while the few cherries received 
went at 80 cents to $1 for black. Jobbers get 
for small lots the usual advances for all 
kinds. 

Deliveries of hay are light, as only farmers 
who must sell do so. Many who would be 
giac to sell a portion of their crop cannot get 
it baled, and so are held out of the market. 
At $10 merchants take just what barley hay

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares ond Money. 
[ASSOCIATED VRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 
NEW YORK, June 6.—Business was on far 
too small a scale on the Stock Exchange to- 
day to warrant any well defined speculation 
or a just reflection of business and financial 
conditions. But there was a very notable 
hardening of values in railroad securities, 
which was followed up as the day's business 


progressed, by a rise in prices which em- 
braced pretty much every railroad stock 
dealt in. This strength started buying in 


Louisville, which was confidently bought for 
London account. The bidding up of the 
price in this tock in the course of executing 
buying orders imparted strength to the 
Whole group, Scuthern Railroad preferred 
and Norfolk and Western preferred being 
the first to respond, and the grangers, Pa- 
cifics, Southwesterns and even some of the 
trunk, lines following this lead. Pennsyl- 
Vania and Pittsburgh; Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis rose from 1% to 5%, 
the latter stock, however, losing all but 1® 
of the advance. The motive assigned by 
the buyers was the possibility that a more 
liberal policy toward stockholders and less 
insistence upon reinvestment of resources in 
equipment might follow the change in ad- 
ministration made necessary by President 
Thomson's death. But the trading for the 
most part was profoundly apathetic,_and 
there were minutes at a time when no tape 
came from the ticker. The action of .pro- 
fessional traders Was all centered in Sugar 
and utterly erratic movements of this stock 


disposed the entire uncertainty regarding 
tomorrow's dividend action. Advocates of 
the regular dividend and of a reduction 


seemed equally confident and equally numer- 
ous, so that the stock dipped below last 
night's level and rebounded far above it. The 
extreme range was 4% roints, and the close 
was at a net gain of 1%, and within one- 
half of the top. An incident of the trading 
today was some large wagers on the one 
hand that tomorrow's Sugar dividend decla- 
ration would be at the regular rate, and of- 
fers on the other hand to sell the dividend 
on large amounts of stocks for less than the 
regular rate. The same distrustful attitude 
is maintained toward the iron and stee! 
stocks, notwithstanding semi-official intima- 
tion as to the rate of the coming dividend 
declarations, and informal assurances that 
current earnings are far in excess of the pro- 
posed dividend disbursement. Even the pre- 
ferred stocks of industrials, however regu- 
lar may have been their dividend records, 
continue far below the prices of ordinary 
dividend-paying railroad stocks which make 
the sum returns on money invested. This 
distrust of industrials seems to be the most 
important element in the present dullness 
and heaviness of the market. A further 
small shipment of gold today was as wholly 
without influence in the stock market as in 
the foreign exchange market as those that 
have preceded it from the same institution. 
The conviction is general that the outflow 
is the result of special conditions, and no 
longer an exchange -situation. The bond 
market was dull and generally firm, though 
there were a few yielding spots. Total sales 
at par were $2,210,000.

PASADENA. 


SCHOOL BOARD WILL ASK FOR 
MONEY FOR KINDERGARTENS. 


Will Soon Submit a Pian to the 
Voters — Probably One Large 
School Building Will Be Pro- 
posed—Lake Vineyard Directors 
ja San Francisco, Buying «a 
Pump. 


PASADENA, June 6.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The women have tallied another notch 
fn their campaign for a free public kinder- 
garten.. At the meeting of the school trus- 
tees this afternoon it was the unanimous ex- 
pression of the members of the board that 
& proposition to raise money for new school 
accommodations should be submitted to the 
voters of the district. Accordingly estimates 
will be obtained by the trustees and pre- 
sented to the people at an early day, so 
that a special election may be called with 


a full understanding of the matter on the 


part of the citizens. 

The trustecs are inclined to believe that 
it will be wiser to provide for the kinder- 
gartens by erecting a new schoolhouse and 
making room for the little people by trans- 
fers from the present houses. It is esti- 
mated that one room in each building could 
be vacated by such changes without much 
inconvenience to any of the pupils trans- 
ferred. As at present advised, the trustees 
think perhaps this plan would be wiser than 
to attempt to patch on an additional room 
to each of the present houses. They voted 
this afternoon to ride over the whole district 
Wednesday and survey the situation, with 
the view of ascertaining the center of popu- 
lation, and the most desirable location for 


another large swhoolhousa, One of 
the board suggests moving off the 
small Grant schoolhouse and building a 


new structure on that site. It looks as 
though the ladies will have their tug of war 
during the summer in raising the courage of 
the voters to the point of raising the money, 
and meanwhile the school trustees will ma- 
ture their opinions and plans. 

Another thing of immense interest to the 
young folks was decided by the school board 
this afternoon. It had come to the ears of 
the graduating class of the High School 
that the trustees were in favor of engaging 
the Tabernacle for the graduating exercises, 
and they came down on the board today with 
a remonstrance and all the weight of 
youthful enthusiasm. They wantei the 
operahouse for the great day, and the board 
voted to hire it for them. The Tabernacle 
will holé about four hundred more people 
than the operahouse, and for that reason 
the former place had been considered, but 
the young people were unanimously in favor 
of the latter institution, as more gratifying 
to the artistic sense and glory of the occa- 
sion. The exercises will be held there on 
the evening of June 23, and the admission 
will be by ticket. Ashout thirty young lad‘es 
and gentlemen wili receive their diplomas. 
This will be the first considerable gradua- 
tion from the Pasadena High School for two 
years, as last year, on account of the change 
in the grades, the class was very smal. 

NEW ENTERPRISES. 

President Parker and Director Clark of the 
Pasadena and Lake Vineyard Water Com- 
pany have gone to San Francisco to look up 
a pumping plant for the new well sunk 
recently near reservoir No. 1. The flow of 
water has driven out the workmen, and 
operations will be suspended till a pump can 
be installed. The directors may ultimately 
decide to use the same power for the two 
wells. 

It is expected that the big new well of 
the Pinney-Weymouth-Newby Company will 
be gushing water again on Thursday, when 
the enlarged pumping plant will be started. 
There is much interest in this enterprise, 
as it is conducted on a big scale, and will 
add a great deal to Pasadena’s water sup- 

lies. 

P The circular of the Lake Vineyard direct- 
ors warning stockholders not to make over 
their shares to the city has made some peo- 
ple hot. Messrs. J. and E. O. Simons have 
sent a reply in which they say: “You di- 
rectors are ‘cautioned’ that we are yet a 
free people, and will use our own judgment 
as to the disposition of any stock we may 
own.”’ 

New building enterprises are reported 
daily. G. W. Stimson is planning to erect 
two commodious houses on his lots at the 
corner of South Marengo avenue and Grant 
street, George Hazzard is also having plans 
drawn for a home on South Marengo, oppo- 
site Mr. Barley’s, and will put it up this 
summer. 

Contractor Edwards is pushing work on 
the California Cycleway. The cut in the 
bank of the Arroyo near the ostrich farm is 
now down twelve feet.

HOT TIME OVER THE QUESTION 
OF WATER METERS. 


All Bids Rejected and the Clerk In- 
structed to Re-advertise—Elec- 
tric Light and Power Franchise 
Granted—Attacked by a Bull. 


SANTA ANA, June 6. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] There was a hot time in the old 
town Isat night. The question of installing 
400 water meters came up before the Board 
of Trustees, and res'dents who were opposed 
to the propcsition were apparently out in full 
force with a determination to convince the 
members of the board that the heavy taxpay- 
ers, as well as a majority of the citizens, 
were not in favor of the purchase. The first 
Set-to came between Trustee Edgar and M,. 
P. Light, the person who circulated a peti- 
tion against the purchase of the meters. 
Trustee Edgar stated in open meeting that 
Light was not a property-owner, nor even a 
water-consumer; that his record was bad, 
and that he was not a fit person to circu- 
late a respectable petition. Light attempted 
to explain his position in the matter, but was 
shut off by the president of the Council. 
Trustee Edgar had begun to get into his 
“scrapping clothes’’ by this time. He was 
apparently hot clear throught. He was tired 
of the aileged misrepresentations that had 
been made in regard to this matter, and evi- 
dently intended to have it out then and there 
with all comers. He hopped onto George Mc- 
Phee of the Blade for an alleged misrepre- 
sentation in the columns of that paper in re- 
gard to the proposed cost of putting in the 
meter system, and when McPhee essayed to 
explain his -position Edgar roared that he was 
tired of thes lies, And didn't want 
to hear any more of them. McPhee then 
asked for protection from the chair and pro- 
ceeded with his explanation. The question 
of the natural life of a water meter was 
brought up and in this there was a slight 
difference of opinion, those opposing claiming 
that their natura! life was from one to three 
years, while a representat.ve of a meter com- 
pany read from an engineering journal, an 
apparently unprejudiced source, that the 
theoretical life of a meter wags in the neigh- 
borhood of 169 years. The discussion waxed 
warm for more than an hour, when finaily 
Trustee Whitney came into the arena. He 
stated that the board had given this matter 
the most careful consideration for the past 
year, and that until about two weeks ago it 
was unanimous in the opinion that the city 
should purchase the meters; that at the pres- 
ent time there were four out of five of the 
members who were in favor of the improve- 
ment; that the meters would not cost more 
than half what the public had been given to 
understand they would; that the 400 meters, 
including placing them on the water system. 
would cost less than $4000, and he believed 
the city would save more than this amount 
in less than two years if the meters were 
put in. He then made a motion to reject all 
the bids received and that the Clerk be in- 
structed to readvertise. This motion pre- 
vailed, all the members voting in the affirma- 
tive except President Avas. That Santa Ana 
will soon have installed an adequate number 
of water meters is now considered a cer- 
tainty. 

‘THE MARCH OF PROGRESS. 


Santa Ana made another progressive stride 
last evening when the Board of City Trustees 
passed the ordinance granting an electric 
light and power franchise to a strong com- 
pany composed of Los Angeles, Pasadena and 
Santa Ana moneyed men. The new company 
will begin work on.-the plant within a few 
weeks, and they agree to efpend $10,000 or 
more on the system ‘within six months from 
the granting of the franchise. 

It is now reasonably certain that this sys- 
tem will be hitched onto the Santa Ana 
Cafion power line within a year, and when 
this is done , a representative of the company 
today stated, Fullerton, Orange, Santa Ana 
and Tustin will all be lighted from this line. 
With the installation of this light and power 
plant will come several other enterprises of 
greater or less magnitude, the foundation fo- 
which is now being laid by the Chamber of 
Commerce. 


INJURED BY A BULL. 


S. R. Herron, who lives two miles north of 
Westminster, was seriously and perhaps fa- 
tally injured by a Jersey bull Monday. Her- 
ron supposedly entered the field where the 
animal was to lead it away. A young man 
named Anderson, who was working not far 
from the place, saw the bull toss Herron 
into the air, and ran to Herron’s assistance. 
He succeeded , keeping the brute at bay 
until reinforced by I. Saunders of Long 
Beach. Herron was carried home uncon- 
scious. The animal had been dehorned, 
which fact probably saved Herron’s life. 

VERDICT OF THE JURY. 

An inquest was held last evening over the 
remains of W. R. Whetsler, the young man 
who was drowned at Newport Beach about 
three weeks ago, the verdict of the ju be- 
ing in accordance with the facts of the. 
drowning heretofore published in The Times. 
Whetsler’s body was badly disfigured when 
found yesterday, but was recognizable. The 
remains were buried in the Santa Ana Ceme- 
tery this morning.

SAN DIEGO, June 6.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.]

CITY COUNCIL DOINGS. 

Last night's Council meeting was unevent- 
ful as far as any important business was 
concerned. The report of the Retrenchment 
Committee affecting the salaries of some of 
tho city officials, and recommending the 
dismissal of several of the deputies was re- 
jected. The Health and Morals Committee's 
recommendation concerning the building of 
& garbage scow on the plans laid down by 
Mayor Capps was accepted, but the ordi- 
hance providing for a city dump and the em- 
ployment of a man to take care of the same 
who should cremate all waste paper and 
rubbish was referred back to the Health 
and Morals Committee. An ordinance appro- 
priating $200 per month for the months of 
June and July for the street sprinkling, in 
order to release enough money from the 
street improvement funds for the repair of 
the India-street bridge was adopted. The 
report of the Police Judge and City Justice 
for the month of May, showing the collec- 


$72.50, and the report of the undkeeper 
for the sante month were secured and filed. 
An ordinance instructing the Mayor to exe- 
cute a quitclaim deed in Mfavor of Mrs. 
Martha Kettlewell to several lots whose title 
was in dispute was voted. Both boards ad- 
journed to June 19, at which time the ques- 
tion of the disposition of the city gar- 
bage will be taken up, as the pfesent con- 
tract. expires June 22. 
POLICD FORCE CHANGES. 

After the transaction of the regular busi- 
ness at last night’s meeting of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, a communication was 
addressed to the City Council which will be 
acted on at the next meeting. This com- 
munication recommends that the police force 
be reduced by the discharge of three patrol- 
men, and that a sum not to exceed $100 a 
month be as a secret-service 
fund, to be ed at the discretion of the 
Chief of Police. It also recommends that 
because of the increased duties of the ser- 
geant, his salary be increased to $90 per 
month; all of which changes would result 
in the saving of the sum of $110 per month. 


SAN DIEGO BREVITIES. 


John H. Gray began action yesterday 
against Hubert H. Bancroft to recover $10,000 
Camages for injuries alleged to have been 
rece:ved through the negligence of the de- 
fendant. The plaintiff alleges that on the 
night of June 18, 1897, his buggy collided 
with building material which the defend- 
ant had placed in the street without proper 
danger warnings, resulting in the fracture of 
his left arm, the dislocation of his shoulder 
and severe injuries to his hand and other 
parte of his body which detained him from 
business for some months, and permanently 
disabled his arm. For these injuries he 
asks $10,000 damages, together with $300 for 
doctor’s services, and $100 for damage to his 
buggy. 

The Southern California Mountain Water 
Company yesterday filed in the Superior 
Court an answer to the suit brought by 
Michael Bausers et al., to require the com- 
pany to remove the Otay dam from across 
the Otay River. The defendants deny many 
of the allegations of the complaint, and 
aver that the plaintiffs were aware of the 
intentions of the company, and purposely 
deferred action until the company had ex- 
pended over $300,000 in improvements and had 
raised the dam to thd helght of 130 feet, for 
which reason the defendants further aver 
that the plaintiffs are estopped from further 
prosecuting action to compel the company to 
destroy the dam and reservoir. 

One of the biggest fish ever landed from 
the bay was pulled out at the Jones wharf 
yesterday forenoon by J. Dibble, with the as- 
sistance of a man named Morgan. The fish, 
which was a jewfish over six feet long, 
tipped the scales at 370 pounds, and was 
landed after a long, hard fight. Mr. Dibble 
also landed four sharks, three of them over 
five feet long, and one of them measuring 
over six feet. 

At yesterday's session of the Board of Su- 
pervisors $400 was appropriated to assist 
the Chamber of Commerce in the publication 
and distribution of suitable literature de- 
scriptive of San Diego during the N.E.A.

Important Verdict in Jadge Camp- 
bell’s Court—Edueational Board 
in Session—A Missing Ward Lo- 
cated by an Officer. 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 6.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] In the case of J. W. Mabhb 
vs. Lyman Stewart and the San Antonio 
Water Company, the jury brought in a ver- 
dict last evening, awarding the plaintiff 
damages in the sum of $2500, 
amount sued for. The case occupied six 
Cays in Judge Campbell's court.

Mrs. Mabb, thought 
she was treated unfairly in the distribution 
of the small supply. and commenced suit, 
claiming damages in the sum of $5000 for the 
lors of a crop of oranges, and the injury to 
the trees for the lack of the proper amount 
of water. 

MATTERS EDUCATIONAL. 

The Board of Education met last evening 
and discussed the question of refunding the 
High School bonds. Although no formal 
action was taken, it is probable that an 
election wili be called to obtain a vote of 


the people on the subject There is $29,000 
still due on the bonds, $13,900 the first year,

New Apparatus for Fire-fighting. 


[Atlanta Journal:}] The next big fire 
that breaks out in Atlanta will be hit 
with a stream of water the like of 
which has never before struck flames 
in this city. The new dock, or turret 
pipe, which Chief Joyner calls the 
“Oregon,” because of its fighting quali- 
ties, has arrived and is ready to be 
used by the fire department in the next 
conflagration. 

The “Oregon” is simply a tremendous 
nozzle, made so as to fit on the ordinary 
hose pipe. It stands upright on a 
wagon, and the hose pipes are at- 
tached from beneath the wagon. It is 
arranged so that one man can operate 
it, the mechanism being a crank which 
moves the top of the nozzle in any di- 
rection desired. The nozzle itself is 
etationary. 

It is made to fight big fires which 
cannot be reached by the ordinary 
streams on account of the heat. The 
wagon runs up as near as possible to 
the fire, and then the hose is attached 
to the “Oregon.’’ The water is turned 
on and the flames are good ones that 
can resist the mighty volume that the 
apparatus pours into them.
